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A SIGNAL CORPS JOB 


(The following description of a Signal | 
Corps Company at work at Lae was 
written by an officer on the job.) 


HIRTY minutes before midnight of 

the 9th of October, 1943, in a drench- 
ing rain that had been deepening puddles 
into little lakes for five days, a company 
of untried Signal Corps troops disem- 
barked from LST boats at Lae. 

Lae itself had only been retaken from 
the Japs less than a month before, on 16 
Sept., and it was being expanded into a 
bustling base faster than it could keep 
up with the incoming troops. There were 
only six pyramidal tents, designed to ac- 
commodate a maximum of eight soldiers 
each, available for the six officers and 256 
enlisted men of Company C. As tightly 
as possible they huddled in the ques- 
tionable shelter of the six tents. No one 
slept that night. 

The next night the skies cleared to 
make way for a deadlier rain as Company 
€ went under fire for the first time with 
five Japanese planes dropping 20 bombs. 
After that, they dug slit trenches and 
fox holes, which, considering the absence 
of pumps, might be considered the first 
engineering feat of a series that lay 
ahead of these purely Signal Corps 
troops. 

The Signal Battalion’s mission was to 
construct a telephone line in a river val- 
ley through miles of jungle and moun- 
tains, kuna and marshes, forest 
rivers and insects. Scattered patrols had 
wandered here and there through the 
country. In fact some of the infiltrating 
Jap patrols were still in there, as security 
guards of Company C were to find out. 

A pole line needed from eight to twenty 
tons of material to the mile. Its builders 
needed a ton of food and other expend- 


frass 





ables per day. Every ounce of it had to 
be brought from Lae over an _ ever- 
lenethening line. Engineers had built, and 
Were still working on, a road part of 
the way, and from there on it was, “Write 
your own ticket”. 

_On 11 Oct., less than 36 hours after ar- 
rival, Company C started its line survey. 

There were no poles for the first leg 
of the line, so the following day, as the 
outfit began clearing its right of way, it 
started cutting its own poles at the same 
time. It took until 17 Jan. to push the 
pole line 25 miles, and the worst trials 
lay ahead. 

It isn’t strictly speaking a road that 
the Signal Corps has built. In the United 
States it wouldn’t even rate a dotted line 
on a highway map. 





Across the kuna grass country it wav- 
tts from day to day. The heavy kuna 
stass will mat down and support a half | 
dozen trucks w hen it doesn’t tangle in 
the axles, but then it ruts and the next 
‘Ix trucks have to make a new track. 
Through the swamps, they’ve cut 
ditches to drain the water and let the 
sorerel sand and mud harden into a 
‘ighway.

Surgeon General Cites 
Low Army Death Rate 


Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, Surgeon 
General of the Army, who returned to 
Washington last week following a tour 
of inspection in the European theater, 
states that the death rate from disease 
in the present war has been reduced to 
six-tenths of one per cent per 1,000 men 
as compared with a rate of 15.1 per 1,000 
men in World War I. The figure for the 
first war, he explained included deaths 
from influenza, without which the figure 
was 4.1, still showing a tremendous gain 
by modern medicine. 

In the present war, said General Kirk, 
there have been 1,194 major amputa- 
tions, 58 of which were of two limbs and 
none of more than two. World War I 
figures show 4,503 major amputations. 

General Kirk denied the existence, 
either in this war or the last, of the so- 
called “basket cases,” amputation of all 
limbs. 

“When a man loses four limbs,” he 
said, “the rest of him goes with them, to 
put it coldly.” 

To plasma, excellent surgery, rapid 
evacuation and the efficient service of 
nurses he lays the decrease in the death 
rate of hospitalized wounded. Here, com- 
pared with the World War I figure of 
from 6 to 7 per cent a drop to 1% to 2% 
per cent is noted. 

Only 75 cases of blindness have been 
reported, he said, in both the Army and 
the Navy. The death rate from meningitis 
has now been reduced through the use of

Award of Decorations 


Praise for the establishment of the 
Bronze Star Medal for the Army’s ground 
troops was voiced this week by Repre- 
sentative Martin, of Iowa, chairman of 
the House Military Affairs Committee’s 
subcommittee on decorations and retired 
Army officer, but at the same time Mr. 
Martin warned that “the appraisal of 
value of a decoration is in inverse pro- 
portion to the number of awards of the 
decoration.” 

“Looking ahead” Congressman Martin 
said “it is reasonable to suppose that the 
awards of the Bronze Star Medal will 
make up a large portion of the decora- 
tions especially as the operations of the 
ground forces in this war increase. If 
the Bronze Star Medal is awarded on the 
same basis that the Air Medal has been 
awarded it will become something of a 
yardstick of service in contact with the 
enemy but it remains to be seen whether 
the Bronze Star Medal will be awarded 
on a basis similar to the number of com- 
bat missions which is used in the Air 
Corps for the award of the Air Medal. 

“There is a tendency always to increase 
the number of awards as the war pro- 
gresses. Whenever a precedent is estab- 
lished for the award there is a tendency 
to make similar awards wherever those 
conditions are thought to be met. As the 
war progresses there will always be more 
clashes with the enemy resulting in more 
cases of heroic or meritorious achieve- 
ment or service. But we should bear in 
mind always that the appraisal of value

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Service 1944 Income Taxes 


Because many thousands of service 
personnel will be required to file declara- 
tions of estimated income and Victory 
tax, and to make the first quarterly pay- 
ment thereon, by 15 April, the War De- 
partment has issued special instructions 
in the form of Circular No. 112. 

The Circular follows in full text: 

1. General information—a, Military person- 
nel in the continental United States are re- 
quired to file 1944 declarations of estimated 
Federal income and victory tax if their tax- 
able income equals or exceeds the applicable 
amounts stated in paragraph 2. ° 

b. The due date of the declaration is 15 
April 1944. If any estimated tax is owing, 
the entire amount may be paid when the

Adm. Halsey Praises Chaplains 


Praise for the fine work of Army and 
Navy Chaplains attached to the Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps forces afloat and 
ashore in the South Pacific, was given 
this week by Admiral William F. Halsey, 
commanding the South Pacific Force, in 
a letter to Capt. Robert D. Workman, 
(ChC), USN, Director of the Chaplains 
Division, Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

Admiral Halsey’s letter was made pub- 
lic by Secretary Knox, Chaplain Work- 
man being on a tour of chaplains activi- 
ties abroad. Secretary Knox said: 
“There is far greater observance of at- 
tendance of church services in this war 
than we have ever had before. I have 
no doubt that the character and quality 
of the Chaplains Corps has a great deal

eligious denominational groups might well 
consider the South Pacific as being one of the 
largest island-scattered religious communi- 
ties or parishes in the world. In this area 
Naval and Army Chaplains representing many 
faiths minister to the spiritual, mental, and 
likewise physical needs of our fighting forces. 
Chaplains are attached to U. 8. Arm, Marine 
and Naval Forces, afloat and ashore, in the 
combat, forward, and rear areas. They have 
proved themselves worthy of their calling 
and are a credit to the church they individual- 
ly represent. Several Caageesas have been 
awarded citations and military decorations 
in this area. 

The expected cooperative and charitable re- 
lations existing between Chaplains of various 
faiths are of inestimable value to the religious 
and morale interests of the Command in 
which they serve. The personnel of Roman 
Catholic, Protestant, and Jewish faiths are 
well taken care of; no father, mother, wife, 
nor sweetheart need feel that the religious 
overlooked.

utilization of individual potentialities to the 
greater degree; this should give assurance and 
confidence to our people back home and to 
all denominational groups.

Con- 
tinual effort is being made to contribute to 
the efficiency and to the work of our Chap- 
lains.

The denominations who sent us these men 
and the churches from which they came 
should be proud of the clergy that brings re- 
ligion and its application to our fighting men 
in the South Pacific. Our Chaplains are faith- 
ful in their duties and our men in the South 
Pacific are proud of their Chaplains.

12,000 Naval Officers 
Advanced; Boards Meet 


Temporary promotion of 11,626 ensigns 
and lieutenants (junior grade) of the 
active list of the line and staff of the 
Regular Navy and Naval Reserve (in- 
cluding WAVES) was approved by the 
President, 1 April. 

At the same time, the President ap- 
proved the first en bloc temporary pro- 
motion of retired officers on active duty. 

Those promoted, «both active and re- 
tired, were, those with date of rank prior 
to 1 March 1943. 

The promotions of retired officers in- 
cluded ensigns and lieutenants (junior 
grade). A selection board will meet with- 
in the next few days to study the quali- 
fications of retired lieutenants, lieu- 
tenant commanders and commanders on 
active duty for temporary promotion to 
the next higher grades. — 

A selection board which has been con- 
sidering lieutenants of the line and staff 
of the Regular Navy and Naval Reserve 
for advancement to lieutenant com- 
mander has completed its work and sub- 
mitted its recommendations to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. It is expected that the 
15 April Navy Department Bulletin will 
carry the names of the line lieutenants 
and some of the staff corps lieutenants 
selected for promotion. Lieutenants of 
some of the other staff corps may not be 
promoted until after that bulletin goes 
to press. 

The promotions made effective 1 April 
included : 

To lieutenant — lieutenants (junior 
grade) of the line of the Regular Navy, 
whose dates of rank as such are 1 March 
1943 or earlier; lieutenants (junior 
grade) of the line and staff of the Naval 
Reserve (including WAVES) who were 
in a continuous active duty status in 
their respective grades since 1 March 
1943 or earlier, and lieutenants (junior 
grade) of the staff corps of the Regular 
Navy whose names appear below—a total 
of 6,7(9 officers. Also retired lieutenants 
(junior grade) of the line and staff of the 
Regular Navy and Naval Reserve in a 
continuous active duty status in that rank 
since 1 March 1943, or earlier. 

To lieutenant (junior grade)—ensigns 
of the line and staff of the Regular Navy 
whose dates of rank as such are 1 March 
1943 or earlier; ensigns of the line and 
staff of the Naval Reserve (including 
WAVES) in a continuous active duty 
status in their respective grades since 1 
March 1943 or earlier—a total of 4,917 
officers. Also retired ensigns of the line 
and staff of the Regular Navy and Naval 
Reserve in a continuous active duty 
status in that rank since 1 March 1943 
or earlier.

Army Leadership 


Criticism of Army leadership, particu- 
larly of the ability of junior officers in 
the field, has since the stopping of our 
troops at Cassino been increasingly vocal. 
The high command has never denied that 
cases of inefficiency have been found to 
exist among officers both in this country 
and in theaters of operation. 

But to those who raise the question, 
“Why isn’t something done?” the service 
emphasizes that something is being done. 
Current orders demand swift and string- 
ent action by commanding officers in re- 
porting inefficiency and unsuitability of 
all those under their command. Immedi- 
ate return to the United States for hear- 
ing before a reclassification board, fol- 
lowed by separation from the service or 
reassignment to duties which they are 
capable of performing face all those so 
reported. 

That such a condition can exist in our 
Army is in some measure understandable 
when it is taken into consideration that 
except for a small nucleus of professional 
soldiers it is essentially a citizen army. 
In the early stages of the war our offi- 
cers with combat experience, which was 
of necessity that gained in World War I, 
had with few exceptions been advanced, 
or were advanced at the outset, to posi- 
tions of higher command. Junior officers 
hence were without combat experience. 
The attempt was for a judicial disposition 
of officers with combat experience to as- 
signments where they would prove of 
most value. 

The greatest care has been taken to 
subject to a screening process every offi- 
cer and prospective officer before he leaves 
this country. It has been found that many 
men who appear fully versed in tactics ap- 
plicable to every emergency are at a loss 
when faced with phases of actual war- 
fare, or even of realistically simulated 
warfare, which fail to fall into the pat- 
tern laid down by textbooks. In view of 
this, Army Ground Force commanders 
place the greatest emphasis on “free ma- 
neuvers,” those in which situations are 
allowed to shape themselves, thereby 
simulating to a greater degree those en- 
countered in actual combat. Maneuvers, 
therefore, have been the most efficient 
means of screening out the undesirables, 
considerably more having been removed 
at that time than after testing in actual 
combat. It is always the policy to remove 
a doubtful officer and thus to risk the 
loss of the services of a man who might 
develop into an efficient commander but 
who has doubtful points rather than to 
test him in combat and incur the dangers 
of a failure. The screening process con- 
tinues at all times. Notations on the ser- 
vice record which indicate the presence 
of possible inefficiency are given the 
strictest attention. 

To quote Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, 
commanding general of the Army Ground 
Forces, in an article appearing in “United 
States at War,” published 7 Dec., 1943, 
by the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

“In 1941 inadequate leadership was the 
most serious deficiency in our military 
war effort, in 1942 conditions in this re- 








spect were improved but still unsatisfac- 
tory, and in 1943 there has been further 
marked improvement. While many of our 
officers today are inexperienced and defi- 
nitely in need of more training, it is fair 
to say that the key leaders are good ; bat- 
tle experience proves it. Where there are 
weaknesses, it is primarily a case of the 
right man not being in the right place. 
There now is a right man.” 

That something other than inefficient 
leadership figures inthe stalemate reached 
in the Italian campaign would seem to be 
indicated by earlier successes in Tunisia 
and Sicily by troops under the command 
of field officers largely without combat 
experience and opposed to seasoned troops 
of a nation whose military efficiency is an 
acknowledged fact. 

The Army Ground Forces consider the 
caliber of their company and field grade 
officers to be extremely high, the highest, 
in fact, that they ever have been. It re- 
mains an indisputable fact that in this 
war, as in all preceding wars, an army 
can be no more efficient than its com- 
mand. 





Award of Decorations

of a decoration is in inverse proportion

“There have been approximately 175,- 
000 awards made in this war to date, but 
it is impossible to give the exact number 
of awards of the different decorations, 
except the number of Congressional 
Medals of Honor. Newspaper accounts 
indicate that more awards have been 
made of the Air Medal and Oak Leaf 
and Silver Leaf Clusters than of any 
other awards. This situation has resulted 
from two factors. The increased activity 
in aerial warfare against the enemy and 
that fact that Air Medals and Oak Leaf 
Clusters have been awarded for each five 
combat missions flown. This has re- 
sulted in many members of air crews re- 
ceiving several awards of the Air Medal 
and Oak Leaf Clusters so that the total 
number of men receiving the 175,000 
decorations is somewhat less than that 
number. When we consider the large size 
of our Army today and the far-flung and 
extensive contact our army has with the 
enemy, the total number of awards of 
most of the decorations is not large. As 
stated above the number will tend to in- 
crease rapidly as the war progresses and 
the value or rating of the awards will 
rise or fall in public estimation in inverse 
ratio to the number of such awards made. 

“The matter of making awards by di- 
rect Congressional action came before the 
House of Representatives on 14 March, 
when the bill, H.R. 4877, was passed, 
authorizing. the award of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal to Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz. . . There is no doubt 
whatever as to the worthiness of this 
award to Admiral Nimitz but the prece- 
dent is a very dangerous one because 
the tendency will be to increase the 
number of cases beyond all reason and to 
place upon Congress a function that is 
very difficult for them to perform fairly 








and equitably without serious intrusion 
upon the vast field of legislative duties. 
Our experience with such legislation fol- 
lowing the first World War is ample 
proof of the d&ngers involved in such 
procedure, In my opinion the matter of 
such awards should be left to the army 
and War Department officials who are 
best qualified to determine the merits of 
each case because of their experience in 
such matters and because of their op- 
portunity to observe or investigate the 
facts as they have developed within their 
jurisdiction.” 


During debate on the Nimitz bill in the 
Senate last week, Senator Vandenberg, 
Mich., questioned the propriety of Con- 
gress’ acting in such cases, while Senator 
Walsh, Mass., stated that he did not be- 
lieve in bestowing honors or decorations 
while the war is in progress. Earlier, 
when the House had the bill under con- 
sideration, Representative Andrews, of 
N. Y., also urged that awarding of decora- 
tions be left to the armed forces.

Expedite Service Ballot 


Moving to put the soldier vote into op- 
eration, the War Department, 5 April, 
ordered distribution of War Department 
Circular No. 128, which explains all fea- 
tures of the new law requiring immedi- 
ate action and outlines the responsibili- 
ties of commanders under the program. 

Capt. Edward A. Hayes, USNR, at- 
tached to the office of the Secretary of 
the Navy, announced that official publica- 
tions of the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard have advised personnel of 
these services of the program and pro- 
vided information. 

Rear Adm. Emory 8S. Land, War Ship- 
ping Administrator, announced that the 
War Shipping Administration is at work 
on schedules which will insure that all 
merchant seamen may be supplied with 
applications for ballots and full instruc- 
tions for voting procedure. 

Following the organization meeting, 3 
April, of the United States War Ballot 
Commission, the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of the Navy, and the War 
Shipping Administrator issued the fol- 
lowing joint statement as heads of their 
respective services : 

“The Army, Navy and War Shipping Ad- 
ministration will use their best efforts and 
their facilities to carry into effect the new 
Serviceman Voting Act, Public Law 277. They 
will work with State authorities to facilitate 
and expedite the transmission and return of 
all balloting material. 

“Under the new law, the States have an 
essential role. Whether a serviceman can 
effectively vote by State absentee ballot de- 
pends in large part on the laws and on the 
cooperation of election officials of the several 
States. Over three months ago the Secre- 
taries of War and Navy stated, at the request 
of The Council of State Governments, the 
kinds of State laws that make it easier for 





the Services to co-operate and the kinds that 
make it harder or even impossible. By mak 
ing their absentee voting laws simple and 
uniform, the States will help to eliminate 
practical difficulties. 

“The policy of the Army, Navy and War 
Shipping Administration has been and will 
be to assist and encourage those under their 
jurisdiction to exercise their voting privi- 
ae. so far as practicable and compatible 
with military operation. Nothing must in 
terfere with the primary duty which the 
Services owe to the American people of bring 
ing the war to a speedy and victorious end, 
and the Congress has affirmed this funda 
mental in the new Act. 

“The States can count on our doing our 
best, and we are relying upon their full co 
operation.” 


Mileage of Naval Officers 


The Comptroller General has held 
(decision B-40616) that the provision in 
the Naval Appropriation Act, 1944, which, 
in effect, permits an election between 
mileage and per diem in prescribing the 
method of reimbursement for naval offi- 
cers when traveling under competent or- 
ders without troops, does not contemplate 
a combination of mileage and per diem un- 
der the same orders costing the Govern- 
ment more than it would have cost on 
either basis separately and is not self- 
executing—that is, it gives no right to 
per diem payments except when duly 
prescribed—but rather, it contemplates 
that, generally, the determination as to 
the mode of reimbursement will be made 
prior to the commencement of the or- 
dered travel. 

In view of the provision in the Naval 
Appropriation Act, 1944, which, in effect, 
permits an election between mileage and 
per diem in prescribing the method of 
reimbursement for naval officers travel- 
ing under competent orders without 
troops, in cases where, due to unantici- 
pated conditions, length of absence from 
the designated post of duty, etc., mileage 
payments would be inadequate, there is 
no objection to the prospective modifica- 
tion of travel orders originally issued on 
a mileage basis so as to authorize a per 
diem for the remainder, only, of the 
travel period, provided the total cost to 
the Government of the travel theretofore

Discontinue Publication 
The War Department has discontinued 
issuance of the Compilation of War De 
partment General Orders, Bulletins and 
Circulars. 
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Abandon Rank Bill 

(The following article appeared in the 
“New York Herald Tribune” on 3 April 
under the signature of Leo Cullinane) : 

“at the specific request of General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, 
United States Army, the bills now pend- 
ing in Congress which would give new 
and higher rank to the Army and Navy 
Chiefs of Staff will probably be shelved, 
at least until after the war, it was learned 
today. 

“The bills were introduced early in 
January in both Senate and House to en- 
able the four American members of the 
Combined Chiefs of Staff to have equal 
rank with their British counterparts for 
protocol purposes. The Americans are 
General Marshall and General Henry H. 
Arnold, commanding general of the Army 
Air Forces. Both under provisions of this 
legislation would receive the title ‘Gen- 
eral of the Armies.’ Admiral Ernest J. 
King, commander in chief of the United 
States Fleet and Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, and Admiral William D. Leahy, 
Chief of Staff to the Commander in Chief, 
each would receive the title ‘Admiral of 
the Navy.’ 

“According to War Department and 
Congressional spokesmen, General Mar- 
shall does not want any higher rank be- 
cause : 

“1. It would probably entail a reshuffling 
of general officers all down the line. This, 
it is admitted in the middle of a war, 
would be disturbing to say the least and 
could cause widespread dissatisfaction. 

“2 General Marshall is reported to feel 
that he is already known throughout the 
world as the senior officer of the United 
States Army hence the title “General of 
the Armies” would be unnecessary, even 
among discussions with British and other 
Allied chiefs of staff. 

“3. Finally, General Marshall is aware 
that the title ‘General of the Armies’ is 
now held by General John J. Pershing, on 
whose staff General Marshall served dur- 
ing the World War. Friends of both men 
say General Marshall would not want to 
embarrass General Pershing and would 
therefore hesitate before accepting the 
title of his World War commander, even 
though General Pershing has been on an 
inactive status for several years. 

“Friends of Admiral King were quick to 
point out that, like General Marshall, he 
too, Was not in the least interested in 
‘gathering a new title.’ ” 





Army Marriage and Baptism 
Papers 

Official U, S. Army certificates for mar- 
riages and baptismals are being dis- 
tributed to all chaplains in the Army to 
facilitate performance of ceremonies and 
maintain records among military person- 
nel. Previously, Army chaplains used 
church testimonials or certificates pro- 
cured from other sources. 

Contained in each set are 50 marriage 
and 25 baptismal certificates. Each 
volume is backed by a stiff laminated 
cover and enclosed in a heavy envelope 
with protective flap. Designs and word- 
ing were prepared under the direction of 
Chaplain (Brig. Gen.) William R. Arnold, 
Chief of Chaplains. Certificate stubs are 
retained for permanent files and on them 
ire recorded the rank, Army serial num- 
ber and organization of military person- 
hel concerned. 

Although statistics on marriages and 
baptisms performed by chaplains among 
Service units are not available, the Chap- 
lain Corps reports as many as 2,000 pro- 
fessions of faith and adult baptisms 
monthly in the Army.

The following editorial appeared in the 
25 March issue of The Saturday Evening 
Post: 

“The story about the coming gold-leaf 
naval race sounds to outsiders like pure 
Gilbert and Sullivan. But since it is the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL which reports 
that American and British admirals are 
in danger of starting a contest in stars 
and sleeve bands, it looks as if we had to 
play it straight. 

—. to that unimpeachable 
source, the Navy wants to create a new 
rank entitled ‘Admiral of the Navy,’ 
carrying six stars. It seems that our 
plain admirals are outranked on the Com- 
bined Chiefs of Staff by Britain’s Ad- 
mirals of the Fleet. But with six stars 
Admirals King and Leahy would out- 
rank their British colleagues, and the 
JouRNAL fears Britain might retaliate by 
creating eight-star admirals. As Repre- 
sentative Vincent, of Kentucky, is quoted 
as saying to his colleagues on the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, ‘What is to 
prevent Britain’s creating the grade of 
“Great Grand Admiral” or some such 
thing?’ According to the same paper, Ad- 
miral King would get around the star 
trouble by giving top admirals some in- 
signia other than stars, maybe a wreath. 
Presumably, the British would then start 
out-wreathing us. The Navy also wants 
admirals of the Navy to wear two one- 
inch gold stripes with a half-inch stripe 
between them, instead of one two-inch 
strine and three half-inch stripes. 

“Being civilians, we picture admirals as 
bluff fellows, too busy with their maps, 
projectors, protractors, trajectories, logis- 
tics, and gunnery tests to notice the 
amount of gold leaf in which an admiral 
should he done up. In this war. as a mat- 
ter of fact, it has hecome the fashion for 
admirals to have their pictures taken in 
shirts open at the neck and with some 
sort of Army fatigue cap perched care- 
lessly on the head. The possibility of a 
naval race in stars and gold braid would 
never enter the head of an observer of ad- 
mirals in the newsreels. Perhaps it indi- 
eates that the war is going well enough 
to permit time out for star counting and 
strine measuring. The Navy’s contention 
is that ‘it appears unquestionable that 
the Tnited States is the leading sea power 
in the world and will remain so.’ This 
heing the case. admirals naturally expect 
to be adorned commensurate with their 
new historic role. 

“If there must be competition hetween 
the British and American navies, we are 
all in favor of a spirited contest in gold 
braid. Let us match them star for star and 
hand for band, until it can appropriately 
be observed: 

We don’t want to fight, 
But, by jingo, when we do, 
We've got our admirals encased 
In gilt from cap to shoe. 

“An aircraft carrier costs millions, but 
under the ground at Fort Knox there is 
enough gold to wrap up thousands of ad- 
mirals like Egyptian mummies. When no 
room for an extra star remains on an ad- 
miral’s suit, we can still put on a naval 
race in tattooing. After that, we suppose, 
comes World War III. But that bridge— 
and it will be a bridge completely aureate 
with admirals—we'll cross when we come 
to it.” 





Shift Admiral Halsey 

Dispatches from the Advanced Head- 
quarters of Admiral William F. Halsey, 
this week speculated that the Admiral 
may be assigned to new fields. The dis- 
patches referred to him as “the first 
American Commander in this war to wind 
up a “omplete campaign.” 

Since the occupation of Emirua Island 
by Marines on 10 March, which blockaded 
some 100,000 Japanese, besides putting 
Allies within striking distance of Truk, 
Admiral Halsey has been “raring to go,” 
the press dispatches say. 

Meanwhile dispatches from _ Allied 
Headquarters in the Southwest Pacific 
say that all indications there are that 
General Douglas MacArthur will continue 
in control of the Southwest Pacific area 
regardless of other changes that may be 
contemplated.

Honors Army Relief Women 


After having been signally honored by 
the Army for their work in behalf of the 
Army Emergency Relief, the women who 
formerly formed the Jackson Heights 
group on Long Island have tentatively 
associated themselves with the newly 
formed Personal Affairs Division, Second 
Service Command. 

The women were forced to discontinue 
their work for the Army Emergency Re- 
lief because of an order by the Secretary 
of War abandoning most of the AER 
work and turning its Army functions over 
to the Red Cross. 

At an impressive ceremony at 165 
Broadway on Monday, 13 March, mem- 
bers of the chapter and their co-workers 
were awarded Certificates of Commenda- 
tion by Maj. Gen. Thomas A. Terry, com- 
manding general of the Second Service 
Command. 

In presenting the citations, General 
Terry said “though usually presented 
only to Army personnel, we feel this 
citation of merit is warranted by the out- 
standing service rendered.” He urged Mrs. 
Preston Davie, chairman of the Civilian 
Operating Commjttee of Army Emer- 
gency Relief, and Mrs. William C. Allen, 
chairman of the Queens County Branch, 
and her assistant, Mrs. Rowland Folk, 
to continue their work. 





Sec. Knox at Bermuda 


Declaring that German submarines 
undoubtedly will come out in mass soon, 
Secretary of the Navy Knox, speaking 
in Bermuda 6 April at the third anniver- 
sary of the establishment of the U. 8. 
Naval Base there, asserted that Bermuda 
will remain in this war until there re- 
mains no Axis. 

In his address the Secretary said: 


“Bermuda has been called the Pearl Harbor 
of the Atlantic. That is a fair enough de- 
scription. By air you are approximately seven 
hundred and fifty miles from every important 
harbor and industrial center of the eastern 
seaboard of the United States. You are an 
important stop on one of our convoy routes. 
You are an ideal base from which to scout 
and attack enemy submarines, your planes 
reaching out towards the Azores and their 
lanes reaching out westward towards you, 
yridging the Atlantic. It would be unthink- 
able, in wartime, not to have a strong Ber- 
muda. We obtained three years ago today 
the privilege of leasing parts of your island 
on a ninety-nine year basis in order to build 
a Naval base here. 

“Rermuda is a strong base today. We have 
spent upwards of thirty-four million dollars 
building this base and this excludes the work 
done by the Seabees. The work done by the 
Seabees cannot be evaluated in dollars and 
cents and I cannot give you an estimate on 
that. You know what we are doing on this 
base, and for that reason, as well as for 
obvious reasons of security, I will not go into 
it at length, but I will mention it slightly if 
only to point out the extraordinary trans- 
formaion that war has brought upon this 
island. 

“For one thing, this once peaceful island is 
now the site of one of our finest Navy anti- 
aircraft schools and through it, manning 
every type of antiaircraft gun from five-inch 
down to thirty caliber have gone American, 
British, Norwegian, Dutch, French, and Ital- 
ian sailors. The very climate and location of 
Bermuda makes it an ideal spot not only for 
this kind of training but training on surface 
vessels and aircraft as well. 

“But you not only train for war, you wage 
it. Under Admiral Sowell you have a task 
group, including minesweepers and patrol 
craft, and augmented by your planes, which 
is constantly on anti-submarine patrol. The 
enemy’s submarines have not been in these 
waters lately and that is due to your efforts. 
I can tell you, however, that Germany is now 
concentrating on building submarines to the 
virtual exclusion of all other kinds of vessels. 
We have been bombing their installations and 
factories but their submarine production has 
by no means been stopped and we have a 
good idea of the rate at which they are 
launching their U-boats. They will undoubt- 
edly come out in mass soon. Whether they 
will want to venture this far is anybody's 
guess but if they should you will be prepared 
for them. T hope the days when you hear 
Naval gunfire off your shores are forever 
past, but nobody can guarantee it. I hope the 
days when the wounded and survivors are 
hrought here for succor and rest are past too, 
but nobody can guarantee that either. Ber- 
muda will remain in this war until there re- 
main no Aris.”

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Reclassified AUS Officers 


Officers of the Army who are hereafter 
reclassified would not be separated from 
the service, but would instead be placed on 
the inactive list in a grade not more than 
one grade lower than that held by them 
at the time of relief, under the terms of a 
bill, H.R. 4551, introduced late last week 
by Representative Sadowski, Mich. Such 
officers would be subject to recall to active 
duty, but would not be subject to induction 
under the Selective Training and Service 
Act. 

Officers heretofore separated by re- 
classification would be appointed and 
placed on the inactive list in a grade not 
more than one grade lower than that held 
by them at the time of separation. 





Broaden Maternity Care 


Federal funds would be available to 
provide maternity care for the wives of 
Army aviation cadets under an amend- 
ment to the Labor Department budget pro- 
posed to Congress by the President. 

Such care is now provided for the wives 
of enlisted men of the armed forces in the 
fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh pay 
grades. 

Although the President has proposed 
the extension of maternity care to wives 
of ayiation cadets as an amendment to the 
1945 Labor Department appropriation 
bill, he has asked that the funds be made 
available for this purpose when the bill 
is enacted, rather than on 1 July 1944. 
However, the bill is not expected to be- 
come law much before that date. 


Army Victory Gardens 

Army camps and posts in the United 
States and overseas this year will stage a 
repeat performance of their successful 
victory garden campaign of last year, the 
War Department said this week. 

The Quartermaster Corps will supply 
Army post commanders with plants and 
seeds for the project.

Strategy in the Pacific 


The War Department, -in a prepared 
statement on strategy in the Pacific, de- 
clared this week that the plight of the 
Jap is one of hopelessness, forecasting an 
eventual complete Allied victory by rea- 
son of the relentless bombardment of Jap 
strongholds and the relentless pressing 
forward of the American Infantryman. 

In its statement the Department said: 

“Continuous aerial and artillery bombard- 
ment of enemy installations in a ‘softening 
up’ process, seizure of strategic points by our 
ground forces, and a naval blockade which, 
coupled with aerial attack, has paralyzed 
Japanese communications lines constitute the 
key strategy marking our campaign in the 
Marshalls, Bismarcks and Northern Solomons. 

“So effective has been this plan that today 
some 100,000 Japanese soldiers in the once 
strongly-defended enemy bases now face a 
‘hopeless’ future, according to reports from 
the field. 

“On land, the American Infantryman has 
beaten the Jap at his own game—jungle 
fighting. Where they have clashed, American 
forces have inflicted casualties at a rate that 
runs as high as 30 to 1. 

“On the sea and in the air our forces have 
met with equally high sifecess. The blockade 
around the islands has been drawn so tight 
that nine out of ten enemy vessels that at- 
tempt to bring in supplies are destroyed. 

“More than 50 per cent of the small enemy 
borges that hide along the jungle-fringed 
shores by day and attempt to run the blockade 
by night have been destroyed. For recent 
weeks, with the exception of small amounts 
brought in by submarine or barge, no sub- 
stantial aid has reached the Japs. 

“Today the remaining Japs are faced with 
the alternative of standing and giving com- 
bat until their dwindling and unreplenish- 
able supply of ammunition is exhausted, or 
of fleeing deeper into the jungles, to await 
death by starvation or disease as their sup- 
plies of food and medicine decrease. 

“Evidence that disease is already taking its 
toll is seen in intelligence reports received 
by the War Department. In February, near 
Saidor, 80 dead Japs were found at the bot 
tom of a deep gorge, and there was evidence 
that they had fallen, through weakness, from 
a rope ladder used for entering the gorge. 

“Since last October, on the Hyon Penin- 
sula of New Guinea, in the area between 
Finschhafen and Saidor, 2,685 Japs have 
been found dead of wounds, disease and 
starvation.” 





Army Discharges 

From December 1, 1941, to January 31, 
1944, there have been 1,058,000 enlisted 
men separated from the Army for all 
causes. 

Of this total, 844,000 were given honor- 
able discharges, exclusive of discharges to 
accept commissions, but including 196,000 
who were discharged because they were 
over 38 years of age. 

Of the remaining 648,000 honorable dis- 
charges, the majority were for physical 
and mental disability. Others included in 
the 648,000 remainder were minors, men 





discharged as key men in industry, volun- 
teer officer candidate failures, and those 
who joined other branches of the armed 
services. 





Training of Illiterates 


The War Department has revised its 
prior instructions on special training 
units for illiterate, non-English speak- 
ing and grade V men to provide that such 
men originally passed through reception 
centers since 15 July, 1948, without hav- 
ing been assigned to the special training 
units may be immediately returned for 
training. 

Men assigned to special training units 
will be kept under instruction until. they 
have successfully passed tests DST 15 
and DST 16a and have demonstrated 
military proficiencies which justify their 
assignment to unit or replacement train- 
ing centers. Normally a score of 21 on DST 
15 and 45 on DST 16a will be required, 
but men who demonstrate unusual ca- 
pacities and civilian skills which the 
Army needs may, in exceptional cases, be 
forwarded from the special training 
units even if they do not make these 
marks. 

Trainees in the special units who after, 
not to exceed 12 weeks are judged not 
able to meet requirements, will be dis- 
charged. However, where the commander 
of the unit feels that in special cases ad- 
ditional training will qualify the in- 
dividual, up to four additional weeks of 
instruction may be given. 

Men who are discharged solely because 
of low intelligence and lack of capacity 
will be given an honorable “white” dis- 
charge, on WD, AGO Form No. 55. 


Eligible for ASTP 


Those enlisted men within the con- 
tinental limits of the United States who 
hold a letter of acceptance for ASTP 
dated before 1 April 1944, for a freshman 
class entering in that year in an approved 
school of medicine or dentistry and those 
holding such a letter Wated before 1 July 
1943, for a freshman class entering in 
1944 in an approved school of veterinary 
medicine, are eligible for the ASTP. 

Inductees must produce evidence that 
their order for preinduction physical ex- 
amination was dated before 1 March 1944. 
Those who have been alerted for ship- 
ment overseas are not acceptable.

USS O’Bannon Receives Citation 


The Presidential Unit Citation has 
been awarded the USS O’Bannon for out- 
standing performance in combat against 
the Japanese from 7 Oct. 1942 to 7 Oct. 
1943. 

Comdr, Donald John MacDonald, USN, 
was her commanding officer during the 
period and has been awarded more deco- 
rations during this war by the Navy 
than any other officer in the Naval service. 

He has just been awarded a Gold Star 
in lieu of a third Silver Star Medal, and 
also holds a Navy Cross and Gold Star in 
lieu of a second, and a Legion of Merit 
and Gold Star in lieu of a second; and 
now has the Presidential Unit Citation. 
Ife also has been given a Letter of Recom- 
mendation. 

The Presidential Unit Citation, signed 
by Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
for the President of the United States, 
reads: 

“For outstanding performance in combat 


against enemy Japanese forces in the South . 
Pacific from October 7, 1942, to October 7, 1943.

An aggressive veteran after a year of continu- 
ous and intensive operations in this area, the 
USS O’Bannon has taken tremendous toll of 
vital Japanese warships, surface vessels and 
aircraft. Launching a close range attack on 
hostile combatant ships off Guadalcanal on 
the night of November 13, 1942, the O’Bannon 
scored three torpedo hits on a Japanese bat- 
tleship, boldly engaged two other men o’war 
with gunfire and retired safely in spite of 
damage sustained. pares three days of 
incessant hostilities in July, 1943, she gal- 
lantly stood down Kula Gulf to bombard 
enemy shore positions in coverage of our 
assault groups, later taking a valiant part 
in the rescue of survivors from the torpedoed 
USS Strong while under fierce coastal battery 
fire and aerial bombing attack and adding 
her fire power toward the destruction of a 
large Japanese naval force. In company with 
two destroyers, the O’Bannon boldly inter- 
cepted and repulsed nine hostile warships 
of Vella LaVella on October 7, 1943, destroy 

ing two enemy ~~ and damaging others. 
Although severely damaged, she stood by to 
take aboard and care for survivors of a 
friendly torpedoed destroyer and retired to 
base under her own power. The O’Bannon’s 
splendid achievements and the gallant fight- 
ing —— of her officers and men reflect great 
credit upon the United States Naval Service.”

N the nerve-wracking and highly complicated war in which we are engaged, it is 
I amazing that no more tragic errors have occurred than is the record to date. We 
are a young military establishment, to a large extent our men are not battle hardened, 
and the American disposition is to shoot first and inquire afterwards. As far as is 
humanly possible, mistakes are guarded against through instruction in the recognition 
of our own and enemy planes and ships, and through signals made familiar to our 
men and our Allies. Yet they do occur because self-preservation is the first law 
of nature and because nerves are at a high pitch in the midst of action. Again and 
again men are warned not to be “trigger happy”, and with experience they hold 
their tire until identitication is certam. None of the tragic episodes recently re- 
veuled appears to have been due to the emotional strain of the ollicers and men wo 
caused them rather than to carelessness, There was the shooting down of 23 trans- 
port planes in Sicilian waters last July, which, had it been announced at the time 
rather than allowed to leak out months later, would have escaped the harsh criticism 
that it provoked. There was the destruction of an American plane by a British fighter 
over the Atlantic, which was due to non-recognition of siguals, and for which Am- 
bassador Halifax apo.ogized. There was the accidental firing upon three LCIs by a 
destroyer in the Kuiwetok area because of the failure of the vessels to be in their 
scheduled positions and to the restricted visibility. There was the fall of bombs on 
Alhed troups at Cassino. There was the unfortunate bombing of the friendly Swiss 
town of Schatihausen. Kach of these tragedies was probed instantly by a Court of 
Inquiry, with the result of improved signalling methods and strict instructions for 
greater care, to prevent their recurrence. In the Schaithausen case, we have made 
apologies to Switzerland, will indemnify the bereaved and the wounded, and 
pay for property losses, and establish why our navigation was faulty and who was 
to blame for it. German propagunda seized upon these incidents to support its 
charges that our fliers were guilty of unloading bombs upon sucred edifices. As a 
matter of fact our airmen are supplied with maps showing the location of such 
editices, and ure under specitic instructions not to attack them save when it is estab- 
lished beyond doubt that they are being used for enemy purposes. No one can say 
that like tragedies as above will not occur, because mistakes are bound to happen, 
but with more thorough indoctrination and experience we may be sure they will 
become so occasional as to be what they really are, a hazard of war which it is 


impossible to avert. 


HE Navy Department and Congress should get together to eliminate the anomaly 

by which the non-piloting officers of the crews of Naval airplanes are the only 
flying personnel of the Armed Forces not given regular flight pay and not entitled to 
wear wings of some sort to indicate their position in an air crew, The personnel of 
the Navy who are in this unfair situation are serving in all areas of this war as com- 
bat, transport, and flight instructor navigators. Navigators in the Army wear wings 
and are paid fifty per cent flight pay. Enlisted crew members in Naval aviation draw 
full flight pay and wear Air Crew Wings. In the Royal Air Force and the Royal 
Canadian Air Force all crew members are entitled to wear wings. Yet Naval aviation 
navigators must explain to their friends that they really are flying men even though 
they are not given the insigne to wear. In the matter of pay the non-piloting officers 
of Naval air crews are permitted to draw only $2.00 a day additional pay as “Tech- 
nical Observers”, which is somewhat less that the rate of flying pay for the lowest 
commissioned grade. The situation arises under a provision in the appropriation bill 
whereby a limitation is put on extra pay that may be given to “non-flying officers”. 
In the Army all crew members are rated as flying officers, but in the Navy only the 
pilots and flight surgeons are so rated, leaving other commissioned members of the 
air crew within the restrictions of the pay limitation. Certainly the hazard and 
insurance risk is as great in one case as in the other. The enemy’s fighter planes and 
antiaircraft guns are aimed just as much at the non-piloting members of the crew as 
at the actual pilot. When the plane goes down in strange territory all suffer the same 
hardships. We urge the Navy to correct this inequality administratively if it can and 
if not to apply for the relief which would surely be forthcoming from an informed 
Congress.

J.G.R.—The granting of furloughs to en- 
listed men prior to retirement is an admin- 
istrative matter which is to be determined 
by the commanding officer. It is suggested, 
therefore, that you ask your CO how much 
furlough would be allowable in your case, 


M.J.W.—Since it is awaiting the comments 
of the War Department, the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee has taken no action on the 
bill, 8.1685, which would give disabled offi- 
cers (ex-Regular Army enlisted men) the 
same retirement benefits as apply to other 


officers. The JOURNAL is following this im- 
portant bill closely and will report promptiy 
on any developments. 

F.D.—Men retired under the 20-year dis- 
ability law have the same right to honorary 
World War rank and warrant officer (junior 
grade) pay as men retired after 30 years, In 
such case, the warrant longevity pay would 


be based upon the actual number of years 
served—30, 35, 40, or 45 per cent, as the case 
might be. 


L.F.H.—Army officers are not automatically 
relieved from active duty on reaching age 60. 
The majority are so relieved, but in some 
cases, an officer over 60 may be kept on duty. 
In the case of regular officers below the rank 
of brigadier general, retirement is automatic 
at age 60, but relief from active duty is not 
automatic, as stated above. 

C.W.L.—Inasmuch as the War Department 
has never permitted a list of its generals to 
be made public, we cannot say definitely what 
percentage of general officers are West Point- 
ers. Eariy in November, the War Department 
stated _ it had 1,114 generals, of whom 971 
were Regulars, the remainder NGUS, ORC 
and AUS. However, the 87% of Regulars were 
by no means all academy graduates. General 
Marshall himself is a V.M.I. graduate; not 
a West Pointer. 

B.L.W.—An enlisted man who held a com 
mission in World War I and who retired, 
whether after 20 or 30 years’ service, would 
receive the pay of a retired warrant officer, 
junior grade, of equivalent service. Inciden 
tally, the $15.75 in allowances for retired en 
listed men was abolished by the pay act of 
16 June 1942. 

P.W.F.—The pay act which authorizes first 
sergeants to be in the first pay grade is per- 
manent legislation and therefore will be in 
effect indefinitely.

yom Affairs—That Russia has no present ose to join the United States, 
reat Britain and China in making war upon Japan, would seem to be the correct 

nclusion to be drawn from the Fisheries-Oil-Coal agreements signed by those two 

owers in Moscow last week. As a result, slimmer has become our hope that Marshal 
Stalin at least would permit us to use Siberian air bases in operations against the 
Japanese home land. More than this, for a period ofefive years, instead of annually 
as in the past, Japan is assured of fishing rights in the Oshkosh Sea, an assurance of 
first importance, since fish with rice, is the staple food of that people, and represents 
for them the production of at least a hundred thousand farms. 

Annulment of Japanese oil and coal concessions in Russian owned Northern 
Sakhalin means little in the way of loss to our enemy because of his control of 
Dutch East Indies oil since Pearl Harbor. This has enabled the storage of vast quan- 
tities of the fuel in the homeland. All the coal he needs is obtained from Manchuquo. 
In return for the termination of the concessions, Russia agreed to deliver 50,000 
tons of oil annually for five years from the Sakhalin field to Japan. Significantly, the 
fisheries convention forbids exploitation of certain fishing areas “until the end of 
the war in the Pacific.” This would seem to establish that Russia regards the Far 
Kastern struggle as an independent conflict toward which she may continue to ob- 
Serve an attitude of strict neutrality. The Oil-Coal agreement stipulates that oil 
deliveries shall not occur until “after cessation of the present war.” The question 
arises whether this means Russia’s war with Germany, or the global war. If the 
former, then Russia would be required after Germany has laid down her arms to 
make annual deliveries of oil to Japan, to be used for operations against us. No 
doubt this will prove to be the Japanese interpretation. It follows that Tokyo in 
entering into the arrangements, was actuated by a desire to remove points of con- 
flict with Russia, to make unnecessary the maintenance of strong air and ground 
forces on the Manchuquo-Siberian border and to permit the transfer of a large pro- 
yortion of them to other war theatres, to assure the people of food and thus bolster 

eir morale, and, finally as far as possible, to provide against future war need. That 
that need will come the Japanese war lords realize from the large number of their 
tankers which our submarines and planes have sunk, and from the steady advance 
‘we are making westward which already has enabled a few of our planes to fly over 
the Dutch Bast Indies. General MacArthur reported this week that the destruction 
@f powerful fighter and bomber forces of the Japanese at Hollandia, which, be it 
noted, is in Dutch New Guinea, “serves notice on the Japanese that their days in New 
Guinea are numbered.” Once Hollandia is occupied, we will move upon the Japanese 
base at Babo, 600 miles distant, which lies on the northwestern tip of New Guinea. 
At that point we would be within 660 miles of Mindanao, which the General wishes 
to seize in order by bomber and submarine operations to cut off the Japanese from 
the Dutch East Indies and Malaya. A further advantage flowing from the occupation 
Of Babo would be the proximity.of the Borneo and a number of the Dutch oil fields. 
It is undoubtedly in the light of the prospect that South Pacific oil will be denied them, 
fhat the Japanese have arranged now for oil from Russia, and why they may be ex- 
to insist that “after the war” in the agreements, means after hostilities with 
shall have ceased, and not after the termination of those with the United 

tates, Great Britain and China, 

Secretary Hull is fully aware of all the interpretations that may be placed on 
the Asheries and oll and coal agreements, but practical and hard headed Statesman 
as he is, he {s making no unnecessary issue of them. As friendly states, concededly 
Russia and Japan have the right to enter into agreements as between themselves, and 
particularly as those agreements relate to their own territory and property. More- 
over, Mr. Hall has faith that Russia will abide honorably by the pacts signed at 
Moscow, which envisage her continued cooperation with us in matters relating to 
peace and seeurity after Germany shall have surrendered. It was in line with this 
viewpoint that Secretary Hull welcomed the Molotov statement that the Soviet Union 
does not pursue the aim of acquiring Roumanian territory or of altering the existing 
structure of that country. To be sure Molotov said that the Soviet State frontier, 
as fixed in the Russo-Roumanian Treaty of 1940, when the countries were Allies, 
would be established, which would mean the passage of Bessarabia and the northern 
part of Bukovina under Russian sovereignty. Mr. Churchill expressed admiration 
apparently for the entire Molotov statement, but the more cautious Secretary Hull 
@onfined the expression of his satisfaction to those features which declared that the 
main purpose of the Red Armies is to defeat the enemy in the field, and that the 
@xisting social structure of Roumania would not be altered. The former declaration 
answered explicitly the question of whether the Red Armies would fight beyond 
Soviet frontiers, and the latter that of whether Stalin intends to communize countries 

they are Liberated. Possibly, when the Red Armies shall have passed beyond the 

rzon line, Molotov will make the same statement of policy with respect to Poland. 
If so, Hitler’s propaganda, directed to arouse German and western fears of com- 
maunism, will serve no longer as a weapon to prevent revolt at home and to effect the 
separation of the United Nations, Meanwhile it is worth noting that Russia’s effort 
has been aided by our shipment to her of 9.5 million tons of munitions and food, and 
by our bombing operations against Bucharest and Budapest, their railroad stations 
and yards, and the Ploesti oil fields. 

The earnest efforts which the Governments of the United Nations are making to 
adjust differences of policy would seem to be bearing fruit. Each is preparing for 
the conference of heads of states that is expected to come in May, and in this con- 
nection the British Empire conference will prove important. Among the questions 
which press for decision are the common attitude to be observed toward the 
de Gaulle Committee and the Badoglio Government, the manner in which the principles 
Of the Atlantic Charter should be applied in the light of the practicalities of the world 
situation, and the character of solutions that are desirable in the general interest in 
the matter of oil, aviation, shipping, international exchange, etc. As to de Gaulle, he 
is continuing to align his philosophy with that of Russia as shown by the appointment 
of two additional communists as members of his committee. Moreover, he is insisting 
that the Committee shall govern France from the moment the United Nations Armies 
land in the country, and has named himself Supreme Chief of all the French armed 
forces, which enables him to dismiss General Giraud. Washington continues opposed 
to his goverament of France since the inevitable consequence would be civil war, and 
to avoid anything of the kind, we prefer to deal with all factions so long as they 
support the common wer effort. Reorganization of the Badoglio Gvernment is be- 
ing urged by Russia, and Great Britain and the United States will consent, but 
we will continue to insist that when peace comes to the distraught Peninsula 
the people then shall determine what form of government they desire and who 
@hali comprise its personnel. There will be alterations of the Atlantic Charter, 
not thrvugh revision of the instrument, but through its interpretation. In other 
words, we may expect a restatement of the war aims of the United Nations, and 
ft will be the more forceful and probably more effective because participating in 
the negotiations will be Russia, which only adhered to the original document, and 
possibly China. That the Japanese, as well as the Germans, are concerned over the 
results of the negotiations which are expected to be concluded in May, is shown by 
the meeting arranged for their European Ambassadors in Berlin. At that meeting 























amongst themselves, they undoubtedly will estimate how long Germany can hold out 
against the Red advance and the impending Anglo-American invasion, and with 
Hitler may agree upon a statement of war aims designed to promote their military 
operations and perhaps, to indicate that there is not an irreconcilable difference be. 
tween their purposes and those of the United Nations. In other words, it would seem 
as though we are in for a period of diplomatic jockeying with both sides seeking to 
buttress its military position, on our part to force our enemies to surrender and on 
their part to pave fhe way toward an early termination of the war. 


The United States and Great Britain particularly addressed themselves d 

the week to the development of solutions of the post-war aviation and oil post-war 
problems. The American representatives in London are arguing for American use 
of British terminals on established air routes as well as of those built under lend- 
lease. In exchange for these privileges, probably we will be required to transfer 
surplus transport planes to that ally. In view of the great value of these ships for 
our security, our military authorities are insisting upon the retention of an adequate 
number, and are advocating strict government regulation of the plane manufacturing 
industry. Important points the negotiations in progress are expected to deal with, 
relate to the establishment of an International agency whereon we will not be out- 
voted, determination of specific air routes for trade purposes, and development of 
technical standards to assist navigation. The British government is reported to favor 
equal use of air bases on the basis of spheres of influence. Russia may support the 
viewpoint attributed to the British, since obviously it is to her interest to do so. As 
Secretary Hull expects spheres of influence to disappear in the post-war world, it is not 
likely he will accept this idea. An oil delegation from Britain is on its way to Wash- 
ington to discuss the world oil situation and particularly the American plan to build 
a pipe line from the Saudi-Arabian fields to the Mediterranean. Because of the inter- 
locking character of the matters with which the negotiations will deal, it would seem 
that separate solutions would be impermanent. In the end, it is likely the agreements 
reached will be corelated and in such corelation will be obtained the basic under- 
standing which will promote peace. 


Army Ground Forces HEADQUARTERS.—The officers and three enlisted men 
of an armored division in Italy are among the first ground fighters to be decorated 
on the battlefield with the War Department’s mewest hero award, the Bronze 
Star. Those distinguishing themselves are Lieutenants Harry A, Woodbury, an 
armored signalman, and George W. Sly, an armored field artilleryman, T. Sergeant 
James P. Bax, armored ordnanceman, Corporal Pete Cuellar, a member of an armored 
reconnaissance group, and Corporal Michael T. Cabrione, an armored medical man. 
The new medal was authorized by President Roosevelt 4 Feb. 1944 as an award for 
heroic or meritorious service against the enemy not involving aerial flight, and may 
be given for acts of gallantry or meritorious service either in actual combat or in dil- 
rect support of combat operations.

Corps of Engineers.—Examples of effective utilization and management of War De 
partment real property were cited by the staff of the Military Construction Division, 
Office Chief of Engineers, to a conference of Division Engineers meeting in Wash- 
ington 28 and 29 March.

at $105,000 with an expected efficacy of one year. 

The Military Construction Division, 0.C.E., headed by Col. R. C, Kuldell, directs 
maintenance, repairs, and utilities work at all Army installations in the continen 
United States under the supervision of Service Command Engineers. 
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Navy Chaplains Corps—The Director of the Chaplains Division of the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel, Chaplain (Capt.) Robert D. Workman, arranged a schedule unique 
in the history of the Navy for the observance of Good Friday. On that day, yesterday, 
three services were conducted simultaneously, among the wings of the Navy Depart- 
ment building, for personnel, naval and civilian, of the Jewish, Protestant and 
Roman Catholic Faiths. Navy chaplains conducted the services. Bands were detailed 
to provide music for each service. 


Army Air Forces.—Maj. Gen. Henry J. F. Miller has been appointed commanding 
general of the Ninth Air Force Service Command, it was announced in London this 
week. General Miller formerly commanded the Eighth Air Force Service Command, 
being succeeded in January by Col, Donald R. Montgomery. Before arriving in the 
European theater in 1942, General Miller organized the AAF Air Service command 
which directs supply and maintenance procedure of the Army Air Forces. 

Another Ninth Air Force appointment this week was that of Brig. Gen. Samuel 
B. Anderson as commanding general of the Ninth Air Force Bomber Command. 

A general court-martial of three AAF officers charged with neglect of duty in 
inspection of airplane engines at the Wright Aeronautical Corp. plant, Lockland, 
Ohio, opened 3 April. The accused officers are Lt. Col. Frank C. Greulich, former 
chief inspector for the AAF Materiel Command, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, charged 
with violations of the 95th and 96th Articles of War; Maj. William Bruckman, former 
AAF Materiel Command resident inspector, and Maj, Walter A. Ryan, former AAF 
Materiel Command district inspector. The latter two are charged with violation of 
the 96th Article of War. 

The college training phase of the AAF air crew training program, in which 81 
institutions have taken part, will be terminated as of 30 June, 1944, the War De- 
partment announced 1 April. 

This action affects only air crew students and does not alter the status of AAF 
personnel currently undergoing other types of college training, such as the Army 
Specialized Training Program, the Army Specialized Training Reserve Program and 
the AAF Ground Crew Training Program. It was also announced that Army con- 
tracts at 11 civilian flying schools will be terminated by 4 Aug. 

Over 40,000 students, all enlisted personnel in the AAF now in training at the 
colleges, will be withdrawn monthly on a quota basis between now and 30 June. It 
is contemplated that all colleges within the program will have students until that 
date. Students in college at the 30 June expiration date will be assigned to on-the-job 
air crew training at air fields in the AAF Training Command while awaiting preflight 
instruction. All those at the 11 flying schools will conclude the phase of instruction 
normally given there before going on to the next phase, 

General Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of the AAF, in a message to the 
RAF on its 26th anniversary, 1 April, said, in part: 

In the achievements of the past year the great tradition built by the RAF has 
reached a new height. The devastating attacks you have made and are making against 
the German Homeland and the splendid support you are giving to Allied forces 
throughout the world have brought much nearer our victory over the common enemy. 

“The Army Air Forces take pride in their association with the Royal Air Force. 
We are confident that together we shall contribute much to the success of the grave 
conflicts that lie ahead.” 

A transport plane operated by the Air Transport Command of the AAF was shot 
down accidentally by British carrier-operated fighters protecting an Allied convoy in 
the Atlantic last week, the War Department and the British Admiralty have an- 
nounced. 

The plane, a 4-engine C-54, was flown by a civilian contract crew of six, all of 
whom were lost. Fighters protecting the convoy attacked the C-54 in the vicinity of 
the convoy route when, according to reports, idenification was not established. Ap- 
parently it was mistaken for a German 4-motored bomber, the Focke-Wulf 200. 

In the absence of formal occupation the AAF in Sardinia has undertaken the 
task of government, according to reports from that area. Chosen to head the Allied 
garrison was Brig. Gen. Robert M. Webster, commanding the AAF bombers there. 
He distributed the various duties among his staff, headed by Col. John P. Doyle. 
Chosen at the same time was an Italian commissioner to handle the Italian civil and 
military government of the island. 

During an attack on southwest Germany 1 April difficulties of navigation due to 
bad weather conditions caused the accidental bombing of Swiss territory. Reports 
from Switzerland state that at least 50 persons were killed and more than 150 injured 
when the planes dropped explosive and incendiary bombs on the town of Schaffhausen. 
Their probable objective was the German town of Singen, about 11 miles to the north. 
According to the report at least six factories were destroyed in the Swiss town. 

Maj. Gen. William E, Lynd, commanding general of the Fourth Air Force, 31 
March presented the Legion of Merit to Brig. Gen. Russell E. Randall, commanding 
general of the Fourth Fighter Command, at Oakland, Calif. The occasion was also 
the inactivation of the Fourth Fighter Command and Fourth Bomber Command. The 
commanding generals of these two commands became deputy commanders of the 
Fourth Air Force. 

General Lynd, speaking in connection with the presentation of the award, said: 

“One of our greatest advantages over the enemy is flexibility to meet the chang- 
ing needs of war. 

“Our salute of farewell to the Fourth Fighter Command is this award to its com- 
mander, General Russell E. Randall.”

AIR SERVICE COMMAND—The Victory Suggestion Award, highest honor to 
be given civilian employes of the War Department for practical suggestions to speed 
the winning of the war, was presented jointly 1 April to William C. Edwards, jr., and 
Robert P, Elam, employes of the Air Service Command, Patterson Field, Ohio. Gen- 
eral Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of the AAF, made the presentation in 
Washington, D. C. The award, which carries with it a cash prize of $1,000 to each of 
the two men, was made for the invention of a propeller straightener device, which, ac- 
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cording to the citation, has resulted not only in financial savings of $1,314,620 In a 
year to the AAF, but in “the speedy restoration to active service on the battlefronts 
of aircraft essential to victory.” 





Naval Aeronautics.—The Secretary of the Navy announced 4 April that 4,316 Japanese 
planes have been destroyed in aerial combat since the beginning of the war by Navy 
fliers, Marine Corps fliers and by antiaircraft fire from our ships, This figure, he stated. 
does not include those destroyed on the ground or on the decks of carriers, A total of 
921 Navy and Marine Corps planes have been lost in the same period and in the same 
type of action. 

Comdr. R. E. Stieler, USN, was last week appointed to the Maryland State 
Aviation Commission. Commander Stieler is senior air officer at the United States 
Naval Academy. He was recommended by Rear Adm. John R. Beardall, superintendent 
of the Academy, and replaces Lt. Comdr, J, B. Leeper who has been detached from 
the Academy. 

Lt. (jg) Woodward M. Hampton, USNR, shot down four Jap planes and damaged 
another over Truk, and was in turn shot down himself, crash landed beside a de- 
stroyer, was almost drowned, but lived through it all and returned to his carrier in 
a couple of days. 

Lt. (jg) Donald (Flash) Gordon, USNR, knocked down his fifth Japanese plane 
in the historic attack on Truk to join the growing ranks of American aces. Lt. (jg) 
Gordon was at the controls of one of the first 12 fighters from a U. 8. carrier to hit 
Truk. These 12 American planes destroyed 14 Jap planes in the air, probably shot 
down two more and damaged six. Eleven of our planes returned to the ship. The 
flight was led by the commander of the carrier fighter squadron, Lt. Comdr. William 
R. (Killer) Kane, USN. Gordon’s wingman, Ens, E. D. Redmond, USNR, also shot 
down a Jap plane. 

Lt. (jg) Joseph Edwin Reulet, USNR, got credit for three victories. Lt. (jg) 
Vernon R. Ude, USNR, shot down two and damaged another while Lt. John Joseph 
Farley, USNR, destroyed two and damaged two more. 

Lt. Edward G. Colgan, USNR, shot down one definitely and probably got another 
while Ens. Philip L. Kirkwood, USNR, came back with the same record for the flight. 
Ens. Kenneth B. Walker, USNR, also knocked down one Zero to score his first aerial 
victory. Lt. Charles U. Walkley, USNR, Ens. Lawrence B. Meade, USNR, and Ens. 
Lester Harold Sipes, USNR, all damaged one Jap plane each. Ens. Linton L. Cox, 
USNR, of 2131 McLendon Ave., Atlanta, Ga., is missing. 


Ordnance ment.—According to Brig. Gen. Jerome Waters, head of a South 
China school for training Chinese soldiers in the use of weapons produced and supplied 
by the Ordnance Department, the 75-mm. pack howitzer is an ideal weapon for the 
Chinese battlefront. 

“It’s a handy weapon, easy to dismantle, easy to repair,” he says. “Very little 
can go wrong with it. Its high trajectory makes it the ideal weapon for the hilly terrain 
of inner China where the reorganized Chinese army will face the Japs. Above all, you 
don’t need a prime mover to pull it—no gas, no roads! Just take it apart and pack the 
parts on six mules, and off you go into the hills.” 

Special saddles, made at the Army Ordnance Rock Island Arsenal to fit Chinese 
pack animals, are sent from India into China. The Thompson submachine gun is an- 
other favorite with the Chinese soldier. 


Bureau of Ships.—The submarine Caiman was launched 30 March at the Groton, 
Conn., yards of the Hlectric Boat Co. Sponsor of the new vessel was Mrs. R. C. B. 
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The Secretary of the Navy has designated Miss Florence King, daughter of 
Admiral Ernest J, King, Commander in Chief of the United States Fleet and Chief of 
Naval Operations, as sponsor of the submarine Blenny. It was announced previously 
that Miss King would sponsor the Turbot, but she will christen the Blenny instead. 
The Blenny is scheduled to be launched 9 April at the yards of the Electric Boat Co., 
Groton, Conn. 

Two destroyer escorts were launched 2 April at the Port Newark, N. J., yards of 
the Federal Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Co. The Grady was christened in honor of 
Pfc. George Francis Grady, USMC, by his sister, Mrs. Margaret Grady Opp. The 
other ship, the Formoe, honored MMlc Clarence Melvin Formoe and was sponsored 
by Mrs. Albert Louis Bolshazy, national president of the Navy Wives Club of America, 
who substituted for his widow, Mrs. Mary Ann Formoe. . 


Army Chaplains Corps—Because of the widening distribution of troops, Easter 
services in the Army will be more extensive than ever before. The Secretary of War 
has approved a schedule of services beginning on Palm Sunday and continuing daily 
through Paster for military and civilian personnel on duty with the War Department 
in Washington. 

Roman Catholic and Protestant services have been held daily by chaplains during 
the week at noon or 5:15 p. m., the Department of the Interior, Pentagon, Gravelly 
Point, Army War College, Munitions and New War Department Buildings. Music has 
been provided by choral groups and soloists. 

Information received at the office of the Chief of Chaplains reveal unanimous 
planning for Easter at the most inconspicuous as well as at the best-known stations 
and posts of the Army, on the American continent and at all war fronts. “Home Talent” 
composed of personnel who were skilled musicians before induction will provide vocal 
and instrumental music at many services, and talent secured from neighborhood 
sources will be used at other posts. “Sunrise services” as well as those at regular 
service hours will be held. 

Easter messages from members of the armed forces serving overseas will be 
brought to their relatives and friends at home over the “Army Hour” broadcast on 
Baster Sunday. Featured on the program from 3:30 to 4:30 p. m., EWT, on NBC, 
will be the chorus from “This is the Army”, now touring in Italy, and a Negro chorus 
from England. 

Chaplain Aryeh Lev was the speaker on the Jewish Passover “Festival of Free- 
dom” broadcast over CBS on Thursday, 6 April, at 5:05 p. m. 





Army Signal Corps.—A combat painting depicting a wounded Signal Corps officer de- 
fending a wire laying team was presented recently to the Signal Corps by the General 
Cable Corporation after it had been reproduced on posters and widely distributed. 

Major Gen. H. C. Ingles, Chief Signal Officer, accepted the painting at an informal 
ceremony. It shows an episode in the North African campaign in which Lt. Robert 
Phillips was severely wounded during a bombing attack, losing his right arm. In spite 
of his wound, he drove a jeep to a first-aid station seeking help for other wounded men. 

Maj. Ira H. R. Genet, SC has been designated Chief of the Photographic Produc- 
tion Branch, Army Pictorial Service. 

Some details of the role played by radio in maintaining military field communica- 
tions during the Sicilian campaign as reported to Major General Ingles, Chief Signal 
Officer, by Signal and communications officers of units of the Seventh Army have been 
made public by the War Department. 

In general the reports agree that the communications furnished by the Signal 
Corps troops, were of a high odrer and were the nerve centers of the fast-moving army 
that swept the enemy from Sicily in 38 days. 

“When radio silence was lifted, all radio nets were quickly established and com- 
munications remained excellent during the landing phase of the operation,” a report 
from headquarters, 7th Army, states. “Frequency modulated sets provided to the di- 
visions and lower units worked very successfully during the landing phase. Radio 
Sets SCH-299 were used successfully in the operation. They provided the most reliable 
highpowered radio communications. 

“The Division Commander’s net utilized an SCR-188 and SCR-193’s in quarter- 
ton trucks. This net linked up the Division Commander, the Deputy Commanders, the 
Assistant Commander for staff intelligence officers, and three regimental commanders. 
These vehicle mounted sets were all landed without loss of a single set. Although 
this net was maintained for persdnal voice contact between the Division commanders 
and for staff officers, radio interference conditions made it necessary to operate on 
CW (continuous wave) most of the time.” 

“High-powered radios in amphibious vehicles were tried and used successfully in 
this operation”, a signal officer of the 7th Army declared in his report. “They provided 
the most reliable early communications that we had. The most useful vehicle we have 
found equipped with radio has been the quarter-ton truck on land. The set used was 
the SCR-193.” 

“Amphibious envelopments by a battalion landing team were executed at San 
Agata and Brole,” said a report from a Division Commander. “Radio contact with these 
landing forces was maintained on shipboard and established and maintained ashore 
within one hour after landing. Two SCR-193’s in quarter-ton trucks served admirably 
for this purpose. They were able to follow the battalion from the beach to its ob- 
jectives on high ground where larger vehicles could not go. On one occasion when the 
Infantry operated at a hill position where no vehicle could follow, the officer and 
operator with the set displayed extraordinary courage in continuing to operate the 
set from an’ exposed position on the flat ground outside the main lines.” 


Field Artillery—Eleven officers have been assigned to the Staff and Faculty of the 
Field Artillery School, at Ft. Sill, Okla. The Gunnery department led the list with 
five new instructors, while four officers were assigned to the Motor Transport de- 
partment. ;

Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—Five classes in epidemiology have been 

at the Naval Medical Center since the course was — in May, 1941, and : ‘aint 
class will convene on 1 May. The first four classes produced 70 trained officers and 
135 qualified enlisted men for field service. 

The fundamental Navy epidemiology unit consists of two doctors, or one doctor 
and one hospital corps officer, and four hospital corpsmen, but this organization may 
vary with the nature of the assignment. Teams are stationed in each of the naval 
districts in continental United States, some districts having two or more teams. Other 
groups of epidemiologists are on duty in the South and Southwest Pacific and in the 
European-African area. ; 

Generally, the newly graduated epidemiologist is sent first to an established team 
in continental United States, where he conducts routine water and milk analysis, 
control of food handlers, investigation of food infection outbreaks, control of sanita- 
tion measures, collection and tabulation of morbidity and morality statistics and 
control of infectious diseases. 

In the concentrated five-month course at the school 100 hours are spent on 
parasitology, the study of malaria occupying nearly half of the time. Other tropical 
diseases come in for their share of attention. Laboratory work, lectures, exhibits 
and special films are used to emphasize the diagnosis, control and prevention rather 
than the treatment of parasitic diseases. 


Infantry—Recent additions to the faculty of the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga., 
include Col. Clarence A. Orndorff and Lt. Col. Earl L. Hinden. The former is in the 
Weapons Section and the latter in General Section. Ten newly commissioned second 
lieutenants have also been assigned to the Weapons Section. 

Col. Robert Sharp, former Commander of the 6th Training Regiment in the ASTP 
at Ft. Benning, has been assigned to duty as Assistant Executive Officer of The In- 
fantry School. Col. Joseph C. Addington, formerly Assistant Executive Officer of the 
School, is now Assistant Director of Officer Candidates. 

The 3rd Infantry, oldest regiment in the U. 8. Army, has arrived at The Infantry 
School, Ft. Benning, Ga., to serve as a demonstration unit for the School. The Third, 
commanded by Col. Paul E. Starlings, was one of the first units to leave American soi! 
in this war. It served in Newfoundland. 

Currently studying in the First Student Training Regiment of The Infantry 
School are French officers taking a special course, U. S. Army officers taking special 
basic and advanced courses, Air Force Weather officers, Seabees and Marines, also 
taking special infantry courses. 

Maj. Gen. Charles H. Bonesteel presented two decorations which had been award- 
ed to officers for service in Africa. To Maj. Conrad VY. Anderson, jr., went the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross and to Capt. James B. Lyle the Silver Star. 

Col. Alan Whiteside of the British General Staff has concluded liaison conferences 
with The Infantry Board. 

Captains H. W. O. Morris and D. F. Holmes of the Canadian Army were so im- 
pressed with the instruction of the School that they asked for, and obtained, an 
extension of their tour. 

Eleven Brazilian Army Officers, headed by Lt. Col. Marico Sayao Cardoso, have 
been graduated from a special course of The Infantry School. They expressed deep 
gratitude for the instruction they had received. 


Japs Use Mines—The Japanese—for the first time in the New Britain campaign— 
have resorted to intensive mining of roads, reports from a Marine Corps combat 
correspondent shows. Infantry found the first land mine just off the beach. A short 
time later a General Sherman tank ran over one. The explosion made the 32-ton 
mammoth jump. Fifty feet down the road lay a dead Jap, a magnetic mine in hand. 
He had been waiting to toss it on a tank when a Marine scout killed him. 

Other waiting Japs were more successful, although they paid the same price. 
The tank was moving against a Jap road block. Two Japs leaped from the jungle. 
throwing three magnetic mines. One landed and stuck on the track but did not go 
off. Another failed to hold. The third clung behind the turret and exploded. It failed 
to stop the tank, although the turret was damaged. 


Army Nurse Corps—ist Lt. Mary H. McKinnon, ANC, has been named Assistant to 
the Director of the U. S. Cadet Nurses in Army Hospitals. In her new job, Lieutenant 
McKinnon will assist Maj. Mary Walker, ANC, Director of Cadet Nurses, in assign- 
ing Cadet Nurses who have completed their two and a half years of training in civilian 
hospitals to 30 Army General hospitals throughout the country. 

The War Department said this week that statements have appeared recently ip 
the press to the effect that the War Department is not making maximum use of the 
services of available Negro nurses who are said to desire to enter military service 
as members of the Army Nurse Corps. “It is the policy of the War Department,” & 
release states, “to assign Negro nurses to those hospitals where there is a substantial 
number of Negro troops in relation to the personnel of the entire installation. Under 
this policy Negro nurses have been assigned to seven installations within the United 
States. In determining the placement and use of Negro nurses, decisions have never 
been made from the standpoint of quotas, but rather from that of the particular 
needs as they arise in the over-all Army plans for allocation of troops. Intimations 
in the same stories that the Army was considering drafting nurses are incorrect. No 
such plan has ever been considered.” 


Army Service Forces—An Army Service Forces representative has bee 
designated in each of the War Production Board’s 13 regions to work in cooperation 
with other Government agencies to raise production of items most vitally needed for 
impending offensives and to help solve problems arising from thé manpower shortase 
and the drafting of workers, the War Department announced today. 

The 13 officers will arrange for Army Service Forces representation on all Area 
Production Urgency and Manpower Priorities Committees, which are being set UP 
under the direction of the War Production Board and the War Manpower Commission. 


Each regional representative also will organize an Advisory Committee com: 
posed of representatives of each of the Army’s technical services, the Army Air F orces 
and the Service Commands which have an interest in procurement or installations !" 
the region, 
The primary function of the Army representative is to keep the Area Committees 
advised of the needs of Army contractors and Service Forces installations in matters 
of production urgency and manpower, and to assist in the preparation of Area Pro 
duction Urgency lists. 

As part of their duties, the 13 regional officers have been directed to designs® 
area representatives to work with the Selective Service System to help determ jal 
which war workers under 26 years of age should continue to be deferred as essent

Army Air Force escorting fighters destroyed 
thirty-nine in combat as the Luftwaffe came 
up for the first time this week to oppose the

Other enemy planes were shot up on the 
ground by fighters which strafed airfields 
while returning to the United Kingdom. 

A later U. 8S. Strategic Air Force in Burope 
communique: 

German airfields again were the target for 
the United ‘States Bighth Air Force today as 
it continued the offensive against the Luft- 
waffe with P-47 Thunderbolts dive-bombing 
two bases in Holland and other P-47’s strafing 
fields in the Netherlands-German border 
areas. Locomotives and flak towers were shot 
ap en route 

Thunderbolts and fighter-bombers which 
attacked objectives at Eindhoven, near the 
Belgian border, and Soersterberg, near 
Utrecht, reported no enemy air opposition. 
One fighter-strafer said eight enemy inter- 
eeptors attempted to attach him, but were 
outmaneuvered. 

German plane was shot down while at- 
tempting to land at one of the fields.

B-24 Liberators constituted the attacking 
force, while P-47 Thunderbolts and P-51 Mus- 
tangs of the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces 
provided escort. 

B-2% Liberators of the Eighth Air Force 
attacked industrial targets and communica- 
tions in southwest Germany today. Escorting 
P-4 Thunderbolts and P-51 Mustangs of the 
ERighth and Ninth Air Forces shot down five 
of the enemy fighters which opposed this deep 
penetration. Diving low to strafe enemy air- 
fields, they also destroyed a number of 
planes on the ground. 

Other P-47 Thunderbolts attacked airfields 
in the Bremen and Hanover areas and shot 
up sixteen locomotives and damaged tugs 
and barges. 


Due to difficulties of navigation in bad wea- 
ther, some bombs fell on Swiss territory by 
mistake. 

From all our operations thirteen bombers 


and four fighters are missing. The number of 





enemy aircraft shot down by our bombers 
has not been tabulated. 

One German interceptor was shot down by 
B-24 Liberators which attacked targets in 
southwestern Germany Saturday, bringing to 
six the number of enemy planes destroyed in 
the air during the day. Five were brought 
down by escorting P-47 Thunderbolts and 
P-51 Mustangs of the Bighth and Ninth Air 
Forces. Twelve of our bombers, instead of 
thirteen as reported previously, are missing.

1 April 

A Chinese-American joint force has com 
pletely routed an enemy counter offensive 
aimed at cutting off a newly built road at 
Laban in northern Burma. 

In twenty-four hours of brisk fighting, last 
ing until noon 29 March, the enemy had left 
behind 300 bodies. 

In the continuing push forward our forces 
crossed the Hkawng River at seven places 
and occupied about two square miles of enemy 
positions. 

With trench mortar fire our forces repulsed 
five enemy counter-offensive actions the 
night of March 28. Before dawn on March 29, 
when the enemy retreated, he hurriedly buried 
some of his dead. About 100 enemy corpses 
were found in shell holes made by trench 
mortar fire. 

Up to 29 March more than 5,000 enemy 
troops had been killed in the Hukawng and 
Mogaung Valleys.

Modify Mileage Suspension 

Several modifications, including ad- 
yancement of the effective date of the 
order from 1 March to 15 March, have 
been made by the War Department in its 
instructions ending the payment of mile- 
age on temporary duty travel of officers. 

The original order, published in the 
11 March issue of the ARMy aND Navy 
JOURNAL, stated that mileage would not 
be paid on any temporary travel orders 
issued on and after 1 March. This dead- 
line has been advanced to provide that 
per diem instead of mileage will be paid 
on orders issued after 15 March. 

It also has been ordered that all travel 
orders authorizing recurring trips on a 
mileage basis, issued prior to 1 March 
1944, and extending past that date, will 
be cancelled and new orders issued au- 
thorizing payment of per diem instead. 
Since some travel orders are indefinite 
in duration, others for periods of as long 
as 60 days, this modification places those 
who received such recurring travel orders 
prior to 1 March on the same basis as 
those who received travel orders after 
that date. 

Another modification covers the case 
of a combination of temporary duty 
travel and travel on permanent change 
of station. Mileage continues to be paid 
on permanent change of station, but 
where temporary duty at a place other 
than the old or new permanent station 
is directed in a permanent change of sta- 
tion order, the order may prescribe per 
diem, in which case per diem will be paid 
for all travel and temporary duty per- 
formed under the order.

The Presidential Unit Citation hus 
been presented to the Second Marine Di- 
vision (Reinforced) for the attack and 
victory over the Japanese defenders of 
Tarawa. The citation reads: 

“For outstanding performance in combat 
during the seizure and occupation of the 
Japanese- held Atoll of Tarawa, Gilbert 
Islands, November 20 to 24, 1043. Forced by 
treacherous coral reefs to disembark from 
their landing craft hundreds of yards off the 
beach, the Second Marine Division (Rein- 
forced) became a highly vulnerable target 
for a devastating Japanese fire. Dauntlessly 
advancing in spite of rapidly mounting losses, 
the Marines fought a gallant battle against 
crushing odds, clearing the limited beach- 
heads of snipers and machine guns, reducing 
powerfully fortified enemy positions and com- 
pletely annihilating the fanatically deter- 
mined and strongly entrenched Japanese 
forces. By the successful occupation of Tar- 
awa, the Second Marine Division (Reinforced) 
has provided our forces with highly strategic 
and important air and land bases from which 
to continue future operations against the 
enemy; by the valiant fighting spirit of these 
men, their heroic fortitude under punishing 
fire and their relentless perserverance in wag- 
ing this epic battle in the Central Pacific, 
they have upheld the finest traditions of the 
United States Naval Service.” 


Inquiry on D. C. Officers 

Representative Sabath, Illinois, stated 
this week that he will investigate reports 
that the Army has “30,000 officers sitting 
around in cocktail lounges with nothing 
to do,” on returning to Washington fol- 
lowing the Easter recess of Congress. 

He stated that to find the answer he 
will write Secretary of War Stimson, 
Undersecretary Patterson, General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, and 
Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell, commanding 
general of the Army Service Forces. 

“T have reliable information from sev- 
eral sources,” he said, “that the Army 
has 30,000 officers sitting around with 
nothing to do. 

“They were appointed to give them 
some kind of prestige but the Army can- 
not find jobs for them. 

“I also want to know why the War 
Department has been retiring West Point 
graduates who have had 25 or 30 years 
of experience and are keeping on these

Presidential Unit Citations 

The Presidential Unit Citation, high- 
est honor that can be bestowed upon a 
unit of the armed forces, has been 
awarded to two submarines, the USS 
Haddock and the USS Bowfin, for suc- 
cessful attacks upon Japanese shipping. 

The USS Haddock sank 109,950 tons of 
Japanese shipping and damaged an ad- 
ditional 67,130 tons in these four patrols 
alone. The USS Bowfin, although ham- 
pered by heavy seas and reduced visibility 
during a night surface engagement with 
a large enemy convoy, pressed home three 
vigorous attacks to sink three Japanese 
ships, completing the destruction of the 
third while under accurate gunfire op- 
position. 


Enlisted WAC Uniform 
Enlisted members of the Women’s Army 
Corps will be issued a uniform of khaki 
tropical worsted for summer wear. 
The new uniform differs from the 
Summer uniform worn by WAC officers in 
the omission of khaki sleeve braid only. 
Enlisted women will continue to wear the 
khaki twill uniform while on duty, the 
tropical worsted being for wear at other 
times. The change to Summer uniform 
will be made at the same time as that of 
other Army personnel, this varying 
in different parts of the country depend- 
ing on climatic conditions. 


Medal of Honor 

The Medal of Honor has been awarded 
posthumously to Maj. Raymond H. Wil- 
kins for conspicuous gallantry and in- 
trepidity in aerial action against the 
enemy at the sacrifice of his own life, 
the War Department announced this 
week. Presentation of the award, to his 
mother, Mrs. Virgil J. Vallier, of Colum- 
bia, North Carolina, is contingent upon 
her recovery from an illness. 

Major Wilkins’ plane, damaged and 
out of control, crashed into the sea after 
he had led his B-25 medium bombard- 
ment squadron against Japanese ship- 
ping in Simpson Harbor near Rabaul on 
November 2, 1943. He deliberately took 
a position over enemy vessels exposing 
his plane to violent antiaircraft fire. 











Fifth Army Service Award 

With the Fifth Army, Italy—Three 
American companies and a British unit 
were announced by Lt. Gen. Mark W. 
Clark, USA, Commanding General, as 
the first winners of the Fifth Army ser- 
vice plaque and clasp for “outstanding 
devotion to duty under most difficult con- 
ditions.” 

The new award was authorized by Gen- 
eral Clark as a means of giving recogni- 
tion and honor to Fifth Army service 
units keeping the guns, ammunition and 
equipment rolling forward to the men at 
the front. 

The first units to win this distinction 
are the 24th Chemical Decontamination 
Company, the 180th Signal Repair Com- 
pany, the 907th Ordnance Heavy Mainte- 
nance Company, and the British 46th Sur-

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Marshal Dill Sees End of 
Germans and Japs 


“As we fight hand in hand to destroy 
our German enemy, so shall we fight on 
together to destroy the Japanese, how- 
ever long and difficult the road may be,” 
declared Field Marshal Sir John Dill, 
% April, on the occasion of the presenta- 
tion of an honorary degree to him by the 
College of William and Mary. 

\ “Indeed,” Marshall Dill said, “the 
Japanese already see plainly the writing 
on the wall, the end for them is clearly 
in view.” 

Speaking of the progress of the war, 
Sir John said: 

“The year 1943 will stand out memorably 
aus the year in which the tide turned against 
our powerful foes. In the first place, we do 
well to remember the long sequences of suc- 
cessful operations which have led up to the 
present situation in Italy. If Rome has not 
yet fallen to our Armies we should remember 
that not so.very long ago, the Germans contfi- 
dently anticipated that Cairo, many thou- 
sands of miles away, would be within their 
xrasp. The long series of victories which 
started from EK! Alamein and from the land- 
ing of American and British troops at Casa- 
bianea will always be historic, not only for 
having turned the tide, but because they 
comprised the first campaign in whick 
American and British troops fought success- 
fully side by side. I would add my word of 
tribute to the great achievement of General 
Kisenhower who successfully welded together 
in a manner withcut precedent in the history 
of warfare, the great Armies and Navies and 
Air Forces of our two countries, 

“It is a happy augury for the future that 
General Eisenhower should today stand in 
supreme command of the forces of American 
and the British Commonwealth now assembled 
in England, fit, trained, confident and ready 
for the task that lies ahead. And while we 
watch the «vents of today and anticipate what 
is to come, our eyes naturally turn to the 
vast counter-offensive of Russia which has 
attained and is attaining such unprecedented 
results. It seems but a few months ago when 
we hoped against hope that Stalingrad might 
hold and today we see the Russians hammer: 
ing insistently at the gates of the Balkans 
and with a firm foot planted on the soil of 
Poland. 

“It is well that at such a time we should 
reinember, you Americans and we British. 
the not unimportant part which we have 
played in assisting, directly_and_ indirectly, 
the stupendous successes of Russia. 

“Through the far north seas your equip- 
ment, and to a lesser degree ours, has 
ploughed its way to the ports of Russia. 
What a wonderful task these northern con- 
voys have performed and are performing in 
waters where in summer there is no darkness 
‘and in winter no dawn; where attacks may 
be made by aircraft, surface craft or sub- 
marine and where sinking, and there have 
been many sinkings, spell death in those icy 
turbulent seas, 

“And while the Russians fight their heroic 
battles on land, the no less heroic airmen of 
America and Britain are pounding the life 
out of industrial Germany to destroy her 
power to forge the weapons with which she 
would have enslaved the world.” 


Schooner Yacht to USNA 

On Saturday, 1 April, Mrs. H. B. Wil- 
mer, of Philadelphia, presented the 
schooner yacht “Elizabeth” as a gift to 
the United States Naval Academy. Rear 
Adm. John R. Beardall, Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, introduced Mrs. 
Wilmer to the Regiment. 

Midshipman D. M. Saunders, First 
Class, Commodore of the Naval Academy 
Boat Club, accepted the “Elizabeth” on 
behalf of the Naval Academy and the 
Regiment. The “Elizabeth” is a staysail 
schooner of about forty feet length at 
the water line, with an auxiliary engine. 
She is well rigged and promises to be 
an excellent boat for training in sail. 
Mrs. Wilmer was accompanied by her 
son, Capt. Harry B. Wilmer, USMC, 
who obtained a short leave of absence 
to accompany Mrs. Wilmer for the presen- 
tation. 
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Financial Digest 

The withdrawal by Wendell L. Willkie 
as a candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for the Presidency, appears to 
make inevitable the dratt of Governor 
Lhomas EK. Dewey of New York. Mr. 
Willkie’s decision followed the primary 
this week in Wisconsin, which denied him 
a Single delegate, although he had cam- 
paigned the state as an advocate of every 
sacrifice and cost necessary to winning 
und shortening the war, and of interna- 
tional political and economic covupera- 
uuon. He interpreted the primary resuits 
as indicating tue strength of the popular 
trend in the Middle West toward isola- 
tionism. Although Governor Dewey 
withdrew his name as a candidate in the 
primary, 17 delegates are either pledged 
or will support him, General WVouglas 
MacArthur and Lieut. Comdr. Harold Lb. 
Stassen, former Governor of Minnesota, 
euch won three delegates, in spite of the 
silence of the former and a campaign by 
the latter’s friends. There are reports 
that Willkie will throw his strength to 
Stassen, which would make the latter 
available for the Vice Presidential nom- 
ination. However, present Republican 
disposition is to draft Governor Warren, 
of California, for second place on the 
ticket. Wisconsin elected all Roosevelt 
delegates, but the President has not yet 
indicated he will run for a fourth term. 
Nor is he expected to do so until the 
Democratic Convention meets. 

Meanwhile, with the campaign ap- 
proaching the fever point, everything 
happening in Washington will be in- 
tluenced by politics. Congress will reas- 
semble after the Easter Kecess. It is not 
expected it will do much business beyond 
extension by resolution of the life of the 
Office of Price Administration, and the 
passage of the appropriation bills. The 
Administration is urging a labor draft 
for the benefit of industry as a prelimi- 
nary toward universal service, but Con- 
gress is not disposed to enact the legis- 
lation. 

Upon the basis of the income tax re- 
turns received in March, the Treasury 
expects to collect this year $43.3 billions, 
which is approximately $9.5 _ billions 
more than originally estimated and $2.1 
billions above the January forecast. 
Having reached the peak of war expendi- 
tures, a new Treasury estimate indicates 
an expenditure of $90 billions this year 
as against the anticipated $99.7 billions. 
All this means that the deficit for the 
fiscal year to be added to the National 
Debt will be lower than expected. How- 
ever, to finance the war, the people must 
buy more bonds. The Treasury has an- 
nounced a fifth drive to occur between 
June 12 and July 8 for the sale of $16 
billions. Of this sum, institutions will 
take care of $10 billions, and the balance 
is reserved for individual subscribers. 
Just as the Armed Forces have splendid- 
ly participated in past drives, so. they are 
expected to participate generously in the 
coming one. So invest now in bonds on 
sale, and save for the coming oppor- 
tunity. 


Bible References Lengthen 
Letter 


According to a letter recently in the 
possession of the Provost Marshall's Of- 
fice and, with reason, turned over to the 
Office of the Chief of Chaplains of the 
Army, the wife of a prisoner of war re- 
cently received from him a letter much 
longer than Japanese censors customarily 
pass. 

The letter, from Capt. John H. Macon, 
a prisoner in Camp No. 2, Philippine Mili- 
tary Prison, to his wife, who lives in 
Columbus, Ga., answered the usual form 
questions in relation to health. He urged 
her to “see that you want for nothing— 
doctors, clothes, fuel, money, anything. 
On my return I will see that it is taken 
care of.” He followed this with the sug- 
gestion: “Read 2 John 12 and 3 John 2 
(Bible).” The verses he referred to are as 
follows: 

2 John 12: “Having many things to write 
unto you, I would not write with paper and 
ink: but I trust to come unto you, and speak 
face to face, that our joy may be made full.” 

John 2: “Beloved, I wish above all things 
that thou mayest prosper and be in health, 
even as thy soul prospereth.” 











Merchant Marine 


Revised war risk payments for mem- 
bers of the Merchant Marine, increasing 
the rates payable for combat zones, but 
reducing the rates payable in safer areas 
and the probable average of payments, 
were ordered by the Marittime War 
Kmergency Board, effective 1 April. 

The board, consisting of Capt. Edward 
Macauley, member of the Maritime Com- 
mission; John R. Steelman, director of 
the U. 8S. Conciliation Service, and Frank 
I. Graham, public member of the Na- 
tional War Labor Board, consulted with 
ship operators and maritime unions in 
setting the new rates, but later received 
—and rejected—requests by maritime un- 
ious that the effective date of the changes 
be extended. 

In.a press release, the Maritime War 
Emergency Board stated: 

“A recent study showed that the av- 
erage total earnings, including war risk 
payments, on Liberty ships for offshore 
voyage was $244.50 per month for ordi- 
nary seamen and $775 for masters, ex- 
clusive of food and lodging. Under the 
new rates, the average will be slightly 
lower. However, the pay on voyages to 
actual combat zones will be higher.” 

The new rates provide a 100 per cent 
bonus, with a minimum of $100 monthly, 
for voyages in most dangerous European, 
Mediterranean and Pacific waters. For 
certain other waters, a 662/3 per cent 
bonus, With a minimum of $80 monthly 
is allowed. A third class of waters car- 
ries a bonus of 25 per cent, or at least 
$30 a month. Voyage in inland waters of 
the Western Hemisphere, including the 
Hawaiian Islands, Bermuda, Greenland, 
the east coast of Central and Soutb 
America in the Caribbean Area and the 
West Indies, pay no bonus, 

These voyage bonuses are computed 
on basic and special emergency wages, 
excluding overtime, penalty time and 
other compensation. For periods of less 
than a month spent in waters of a certain 
class, the amounts are reduced propor. 
tionately. 

In addition to the voyage bonus, a 
vessel attack bonus of $125 shall be pay- 
able to each member of the crew of a 
vessel which is destroyed or substantially 
damaged as a result. of enemy attack, 
or on which any person is killed or seri- 
ously injured as a result of enemy attack. 

An area bonus of $5 is also payable to 
each crew member of a vessel within the 
most dangerous, 100 per cent bonus class 
waters for each day the vessel is within 
such area, including periods during which 
the vessel is in port or at an anchorage. 

Seek Radio Operators 

The American Merchant Marine needs 
at least 500 first and second class commer- 
cial radio telegraphers who are licensed 
by the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion within the next three months, the 
War Shipping Administration announced 
this week. 

Men who ‘possess these qualifications 
should wire, collect, at once to U. S. Mer- 
chant Marine, Washington, D. C. 

War Shipping Administration officials 
said qualified radio operators are urgently 
needed because most vessels will hence- 
forth carry three civilian licensed opera- 
tors instead of one. 

U. S. Ships Carry Men 

American flag vessels carried 70 to 75 
per cent of the United States soldiers 
transported overseas between 7 Dec. 1941 
and 29 Feb. 1944, Mr. Frank J. Taylor, 
president of the American Merchant Ma- 
rine Institute, stated this week. 

Pointing out that Lt. Gen. Brehon 
Somervell, commanding general of the 
Army Service Forces, had esimated 3,- 
000,000 American troops had reached 
overseas areas, Mr. Taylor said American 
— must have carried more than 2,100,- 
000. 


War Department statistics on trans- 
portation of American troops in World 
War I indicated that only 45.8 percent 
was carried in American flag vessels. 
British vessels transported 51.9 per cent, 
and other foreign vessels the remainder.

Passover Observance 

The usual military regulations will be 
earried out to enable as many Army and 
Navy personnel of the Jewish Faith as 
possible to observe the tenets of their 
religion during the Passover Holidays, 
which began on 7 April and will continue 
for 8 days. 

At sea and on land the cooperation of 
commanding officers, Rabbis of nearby 
congregations, the Jewish Welfare Board, 
the U.S.O. and local Jewish organizations 
will make possible the most extensive 
observance in the history of the military 
forces. 

At one naval shore installation, the 
Seder will be prepared in strict conform- 
ity with Jewish dietary laws in a special 
kitchen where a complete supply of new 
equipment will be used. The chaplain 
on duty there has been’ authorized to 
Kosherize stoves, burners, tables, dishes, 
silver and all essential utensils. 

A representative Marine has comment 
ed: “I think the ideals of Passover and 
this war are alike. We've got Hitler and 
his gang against us this time instead ol 
a king named Pharaoh, but we've got 4 
lot of good leaders on our side now, (00, 
and if we keep on working and fighting 
and praying, this story is going to end 
the same way.” 

The pledge of this year’s observance 
of the Passover, as expressed by a repre 
sentative of the Jewish Welfare Board 
is: “May our observance this year of 
Passover, the Festival of Freedom. 
strengthen our appreciation of liberty and 
our will to defend it to the last. May the 
efforts of all freedom-loving men and 
peoples under God’s guidance, break the 
power of the Pharaohs of today and 
achieve lasting liberty and peace fer 
America and all mankind.”

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A Signal Corps Job 

(Continued from First Page) 
and a bulldozer isn’t provided for in the 
Table of Organization for a Signal Con- 
struction Company, but in New Guinea 
a company’s T/O is generally what it can 
get its hands on, and Company C got 
its hands on a bulldozer that’s hardly 
stopped working since, 

The channels of the river—which must 
‘be forded or swum as there are no 
bridges—change as often as every hour. 
Fifteen minutes after a safe crossing at 
one point it may become a tearing tor- 
rent. Already it has claimed two two-and- 
a-half ton trucks and one tractor of the 
pole line crews. In midstream the waters 
have suddenly risen around the vehicles, 
turned them over and swept them away. 
With thém went their personnel, tumbled 
about like corks, swimming frantically, 
struggling for footholds in shallow water. 

Little could be done to help them. 
Sometimes soldiers on shore would toss 
ropes to them, but they were swept 
away too quickly and the river banks 
were too impenetrable for rescuers to 
keep up with the surging current. 

Yet not one man has been lost. Some 
didn’t reach safety until they were a 
half day’s march away, but every one has 
come back. The trucks sank from sight, 
and neither wading parties, river bank 
patrols nor airplanes were able to dis- 
cover them. 

Following the loss of the three vehicles 
and the recovery of several others that 
had been overturned or inundated, a 
system was worked out that insured their 
safety and greatly accelerated transpor- 
tation, After an initial crossing, one ve- 
hicle was stationed on each opposite river 
bank. Cables were fastened from the 
winches of the two stationary vehicles to 
the front and back of the one going 
across, then, it was pulled straight 
through. If it bogged down, it was hauled 
back to the nearer bank. Usually it can be 
pulled all the way across, even through 
the deeper places, and if it is not im- 
mersed too long, it will operate when it 
reaches land. 

But when a truck has lain in the river, 
perhaps on its side, for half a day or 
more, the engine has to be torn down on 
the river bank, and the water removed. 

To span the wide river jumps with 
wire, an “H” fixture is installed on each 
river bank, of sufficient height to allow 
for sag without the water touching the 
wire even in flood stage. 

The “EL” fixture is a modified type of 
the common A frame, consisting of two 
poles anchored by two guy wires each 
and connected by two cross arms at the 
top. 

The double guy wires have been neces- 
sitated by the fact that none bigger than 
6,000 pounds can be used, since the only 
anchors available are five-foot rods, five- 
eighths inches in diameter. Thus, for each 
extra 6,000 pounds of anchorage required, 
or portion thereof, an extra guy wire 
must be used. 

The circuit lines feed from the single 
pole line onto the cross arms of the 
double poles in the “H” fixture, cross the 
river and are attached similarly to the 
other “H” fixture, then feed back onto the 
single pole line to continue overland. 

After the “H” fixtures have been built, 
a soldier climbs down the bank (they are 
usually at high points to allow for sag) 
and swims and fords the river with one 
end of a rope tied around his waist, When 
he reaches the opposite shore the wire is 
tied to the other end of the rope and 
pulled across. No boats are used. 

Not even the winch cables at the truck 
crossings can do the lone soldier’s job of 
getting the wire across, because these 





are usually located too far away from the 


wire crossings, at the best fording points. 

Since that first night at Lae, the men 
of Company © have experienced one 
more bombing and there have been shots 
fired during the night at enemy patrols, 
but not a soldier has been scratched by 
enemy action. To these Signal Corps 
troops the worst enemies in warfare have 
not worn uniforms. The fight has been 
against raging rivers, clinging grass, 
enveloping mud, stubborn jungle, tower- 
ing mountains, tiny insects and tinier 
germs. 

With Company C through it all, un- 
flagging in their stamina and courage, 





have been the Australians, with a total 
of 120 officers and men. Like the Ameri- 
cans, they had had no combat zone ex- 
perience when the job started. Headquar- 
ters Company personnel kept their com- 
rades supplied over the longer and longer 
truck route, Detachments of 40 and 50 
men from the construction platoons have 
been sent out to assist wherever possible. 
All the talents of all the Battalion’s 
officers and all its motor, mess and supply 
facilities have been tapped for the job. 
In New Guinea there isn’t much wrang- 
ling over credit for a job.

USNR Fitness Reports 

To insure that when the Navy under- 
goes an expansion in the strength of com- 
missioned personnel after the war the 
Navy Department will have available for 
consideration the greatest possible 
amount of information on each applicant 
for appointment, commanders have been 
ordered to incorporate in all future fit- 
ness reports a statement that the officer 
reported on is suitable material for per- 
manent appointment. 

The following order has been sent to 
the service: 

“If the reporting senior considers a 
temporary officer or Reserve officer of 
the line or staff as suitable material for 
eventual appointment to permanent com- 
missioned or warrant rank in the Regu- 
lar Navy, a statement to that effect, in- 
dicating whether commissioned or war- 
rant rank, shall be included in remarks of 
fitness reports submitted in the future, 
including that of 31 March.” 

The Marine Corps is considering the 
advisability of issuing a similar order. 

Fitness reports for all officers in the 
service are now being submitted. Such 
reports are submitted annually after 31 
March for officers above rank of ensign; 
semi-annually for ensigns. 

It should be made clear that there is 
no immediate plan to appoint Reserve 
officers in the Regular Navy. Legislation 
would be required, since existing law per- 
mits only the appointment of certain 
numbers of Naval R.O.T.C. graduates, of 
aviators and of certain staff corps officers. 
It is not likely that the Navy will ask 
authority to make additional appoint- 
ments until a better idea of the size of 
the post-war Navy establishment can be 
obtained. 

Personnel officials also emphasized that 
the reports are not to contain a negative 
finding; that is, that the officer is not 
qualified for appointment, and whether 
a fitness report contains a statement that 
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The following stores, officially designated by the Navy Department, carry blue 
overcoats; service blue uniforms; raincoats (with removable lining); aviation 
(winter working) uniforms; for purchase by Naval Commissioned, Warrant and 
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under authority of the U. S. Navy."

such a statement will not be considered 
by the Bureau of Naval Personnel in mak- 
ing such personnel decisions as temporary 
promotions, assignments and the like. 





Men Flyers “Grounded” 


A group of civilian flyers whose con- 
tracts as primary flight instructors are 
about to be terminated have wired the 
President, Assistant Secretary of War 
for Air Lovett and members of Congress 
that to discard their skills will be a loss 
to the war effort and a violation of an 
agreement to commission them as flyers 
when their civilian contracts were ended. 

The flyers, who stated that they have 
been told they may either enter the Army 
as nonflying enlisted men or be drafted, 
said the Army is planning “to discard the 
talents of the finest American airmen and 
at the same time train inexperienced wo- 
men to serve as commissioned pilots for 
the air forces.” 

On 22 March, General Henry H. Arnold, 
commanding general of the Army Air 
Forces, had told the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee that the Army was tak- 
ing every one of its civilian pilots who 
could meet standards, but that many of 
these men could not fly the fast type of 
plane which physically perfect young wo- 
men around 18 to 20 years of age could 
handle. 

Meanwhile, Chairman Ramspeck of the 
House Civil Service Committee declared 
that “official silence’ was blocking his 
inquiries into charges that the Army is 
training women pilots for the Wasps at 
a cost of as much as $20,000 each, while 
thousands of available male flyers are 
being discarded. Mr. Ramspeck said his 
committee had received many complaints 
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but was having difficulty obtaining in- 
formation on the actual situation. 

Unless the information is forthcoming 
from the Army, Mr. Ramspeck said his 
committee may hold hearings to get it. 
He reminded that the charges may be 
aired when a pending bill to place the 
Wasps in the Army Air Forces comes up 

This bill was reported by the House 
Military Committee on 22 March, after 
General Arnold testified. An application 
for a special order of business is pending 
in the House Rules Committee. 





Brothers Meet at Guadalcanal 


Press dispatches from Guadaleanul 
this week reported that Lt. Robert W 
Sarnoff, USNR, and his brother, Lt. 


Edward Sarnoff, SC, AUS, had an un 
expected meeting on Guadaleanal. They 
are the sons of Col. David Sarnoff, Sig 
Res., president of the Radio Corporation 
of America. 

Robert, visiting the Army airways com 
munications system on business, bumped 
into Edward as he was leaving the of 
ficer. For the first time they learned 
that each was working on the same proj- 
ect—development .of regular broadcasts 
and radio news-copy transmittion to the 
United States.

Navy Shore Facilities 

The Navy’s Provision of temporary 
housing in congested West Coast cities 
to permit naval personnel to spend peri- 
ods ashore between cruises with their 
families became unquestionably legal 
with approval by the President this week 
of the $1,644,373.094 naval shore estab- 
lishments bill. 

The bill contains a provision authoriz- 
ing furnishing of such temporary housing 
for periods not to exceed 60 days on a 
rental basis, 

About 1,000 Quonset huts had been 
placed in West Coast ports by the Navy, 
and were made available to personnel 
and their dependents on payment of 
small rentals. 

The Navy’s action had been endorsed 
in principle by the Comptroller General, 
but that officer had asked the Navy De- 
partment to obtain Congressional sanc- 
tion in order to remove any question of 
illegality.

modern drugs to three per cent. Throneh 
the vse of serum it had been Teduced for- 
merly to 20 per cent from the usual 80 
per cent. 

“We have had no tetanus in our army.” 
he said, exDlaining that the use of anti- 
toxin has heen discontinued. a toxoid he- 
ing administered hynodermically, en- 
abling the men to develop their own anti- 
toxin. 

The new delousing powder “DDT.” qi- 
chloro - dipheneyl - tvehloro - ethane, has 
been extremely effective in the control of 
tyvhus. The use of this at Nanles. the 
surgeon general said, wiped out the threat 
of an enidemic. 

Sneaking in terms of highest praise of 
modern, speedy evacuation methods. he 
said:

States tanks under command of (Col.

“Reports are that the battle for Jambu 
Bum was fierce. But when a Chinese outflank 
ing movement threatened them, the enemy 
got the hell out of there. The frontal attack 
was all uphill and made over roads and trails 
turned by rains into a mass of knee deep 
mud. 

“The same tanks, under Col. Rothwell! H. 
Brown, which broke the back of Jap resist- 
ance between Maingkwan and Weewbum, 
again proved valuable, over-running and tak- 
ing several tough enemy strong points. Like- 
wise, artillery, mortars and American fight- 
ers and bomber planes slugged away in sup- 
port of the mud-sloughing hinese infantry.”
